THE TREASURY'S 


THREE AND A HALF MIULL- 
IONS IN BONDS PURCHASED, 
ACTING SECRETARY THOMPSON PLEASED 

WITH THE RESULT— HIS ACTION 

APPROVED BY MR. FAIRCHILD. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—The course of 
fhe Treasury Department in deciding to include 
the 4 per cont. bonds among those to be pur- 
thased by the Government, in order to release 
money from the Treasury for the relief of the 
stringency complained of, seems to the officers 
of the Treasury to have had a beneficial effect, 
and they are inclined to believe that the dispost- 
tion manifestea will perhaps serve to arrest the 
crisis that seemed to be threatening, and which 
Was in part natural and in part forced. Re- 
plies to Assistant Secretary Thompson's cir- 
cular began to come to the Secretary by tele- 
graph soon after his arrival at the department 
this morning. The number increased later in 
the day, the offers coming principally from 
New-York, and for 4 per cents. All the applica- 
tions were to sell bonds at the maximum figure 
hamed in the circular. At 40’clock,when the ac- 
sount was closed for the day, there had been re- 
ceived offers to sell 4 per cent. bonds to the 
amount of $2,800,000, and 412 per cents to 
the amount of $694,700, or atotal of $3,494,- 
700. It is the expectation of Assistant Secre- 
tary Thompson that this showing will be bet- 
tered to-morrow. If the rate of to-day is main- 
tained, the entire amount of $14,000,000 to 


which the department circular limits the re- 
eeipt of offers wili be reached at the close of 
business on Monday. 

The effect of the movement on the New-York 
market was watched during the day, and from 
several sources information of an encouraging 
character wasreceived. There will undoubtedly 
be a good deal of ill-natured criticism of the 
Treasury Department for what will be termed 
the sudden and nervous. Moption of its new 
“policy.” Partisan journals will for their own 
reasens speak of it as indicating a flabbv uncer- 
tainty in the Administration, and a readiness to 
de frightened that denotes incapacity and cow- 
ardice. The fact is that the departure of to-day 
or last night was not unexpected orsudden. It 
Was the natural consequence of the effort to re- 
lease money by the purchase of 44s. See- 
retary Fairchild could not be certain, 
when he made the offer to take up 
bonds of that class, that he would 
receivé applications fast enough orin sufficient 
amount to serve the purpose for which the offer 
was made. To him, to Assistant Secretary 
Thompson, and to the President, as they studied 
the situation, it seemed not improbable that it 
might become necessary to cail for 4 per cents. 
It was understood that such a course would be 
followed, if an emergency arose! that would ap- 
pear to justify the inclusion of the 4s in the 
Government's offer. As the Secretary’s position 
was well known, it was not deemed necessary 
to recall him for the purpose of merely issuing 
a circular directing what should be done. All 
that remained to be decided during bis ab- 
‘gence Was when the moment had arrived for 
the Treasury to declare its readiness to take up 
the 4s. That decision was reached during a 
conference at the White House, at which As- 
8istant Secretary Thompson, Treasurer Hyatt, 
and Actuary Elliot were present. ‘The call for 
4s having been considered in former conversa- 
tions, it had only remained to fix the time for 
calling them and the price at which they should 
be received. Mr. Elliot, the Actuary of the 
Yreasury, made the computations upon which 
the Secretary fixed the price of the 442s at 108.4 
and the 4s at 125 and 124. The decision being 
reached, it was regarded as altogether proper 
and desirable that it should be made known 
promptly, and not kept on hand long enough 
a0 allow speculators in New-York or 
elsewhere to benefit by leaks. The President 
bas been represented as having taken the matter 
out of the Assistant Secretary’s hands and com- 
pelled the issue of the circular. The facts are 
as they have been stated here. The Secretary 
presented the situation and expressed his opin- 
ion. That opinion was approved by the Pres- 
ident, who aise promptly approved the proposi- 
tion to issue the circular without delay. There 
was neither necessity for nor desire to obstruct 
any Treasury officers in the proper exercise of 
their functions. There was no nervousness, fus- 
siness, or trickery about the business. It was 
taken up in a calm and earnest manner and per- 
formed with a full sense of the importance of 
averting, if it were possible to do so by proper 
means, the serious financial distress that ap- 
peared imminent. ’ 

With the $14,000,000 that the Government 
Will release and the $11,000,000 atready re- 
leased by purchase of 419s, and the quarterly ex- 

nditures, which will reach $65,000,000 by 

ec. 31, itis probable that the Government will 
have done all that it can be expected to do 
before Congress meets. Meanwhile the re- 
ceipts will undoubtedly continue to be larger 
than the expenditures, aud the surplus in the 
Treasury may grow larger. It will be for Con- 
gress te cut off by a proper reduction of taxes 
the accumulation of money not needed, and 
whose withdrawal from the people will continue 
to be aseurce of trouble. It is almost certain 
that the cure will not be attempted by a bleed- 
ing of the Treasury in the name of ** general 
welfare” and uncalled for improvements. 
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RELIEF IN WALLST. 
MONEY TO LEND ON EASIER TERMS 
AND STOCKS MORE BUOYANT. 

Conservative men in financial and com- 
anercial circles applaud the action of the Treas- 
ary Departmentin offering to buy $14,000,000 
of Government bonds at a fixed price. Wall- 
street’s reflection of the action appeared in a 
buoyant stock market, with quotations rising 
rapidly and materially. Money ienders unbent, 
too, and 4 per. cent. call money was offered in 
abundance. Time meney also became once 
more a possivility. One institution turned up 
in Wall-street with $1,000,000 to lend at 6 per 
eent., on mixed collateral, for 90 days. Other 
loans of less consequence were offered and 
made on about the same terms. Mercantile 
houses were able to place paper on terms far 
more advantageous than had been possible for 
weeks. The sentimental effect of the Treasury’s 
action was far reaching. 

Of course there were grumblers. Political 
prejudices and stock market seltishness induced 
carping. “What I would have doneif I were 
Secretary of the Treasury” was duly explained 
by Solons, whose valuable assistance an unap- 


yreciative country has somehow never courted, 

ut the contingent of fault-finders was small 
compared with the body of men who hailed the 
Treasury action as wise and timely. 

When the hour arrived on the Stock Exchange 
for the calling of Government bonds yesterday 
morning there was unusual attention. The price 
fixed by the;Government at which bonds would 
be bought was that at which offerings were made 
Wednesday. Fair-minded men could hardly ask 
for a more liberal offer. Yet, as the call of bonds 
proceeded, it was suddenly discovered that or- 
ders had been given out to make bids above the 
Treasury’s fixed figure; and purchases were 
made at the advanced quotation. A. 8. 
Hatch made some of these bids and purchases. 
He had an order for a custemer, he said, 
which of course could be filled only at a price 
better than the Government was offering. But 
Wall-street jumped to the conclusion that Mr, 
Hatch’s customer was a clever bear, who saw 
the opportunity in this advanced bid to score a 
neat point. If one-eighth above the Govern- 
meut’s offer be the Stock Exchange market price, 
why of course that would tend to prove that the 
Government's offer was not only not liberal, but 
was really valueless, inviting the holders of 
bonds to make a sale at prices less than obtain- 
able elsewhere. “The Government is bearish 
on its own securities,” explained all the bear au- 
thorities promptly. The effect came. Down 
siumped the stock market a whole point or 
nore, losing all the gain of the earlier part of the 
day. : 

This flurry lasted briefiy, however. Discus- 
sion but emphasized the general opinion that 
what the Governinent had done was upon the 
sefe side. Some capital was made of the fact 
thatthe total offerings to the Treasury under 
its circular yesterday fell below $1,000,000, 
This sort of taik, however, found few patient 
listeners, inasmuch as the Government bonds 
that the Government bids for are generally the 
property of estates and savings banks, or other- 
wise held so that sales can only be mace after 
the taking of formalaction by Trustees or Boards 
of Directors. ; 

One fact is cited that has some influence in it, 
The purchase of the entire $14,000,000 within 
the time set will result only in paying out of the 
Treasury what tariff collections will scoop in— 
or less even than those tariff collections will 
amount to. But Wali-street men pieused with 
the Treasury action argued that it wasarelicf of 
consequence to have that tariff drag net offset 
for the short time even. , 

Banks tiat have been hoarding funds show an 
inelination to change their tactics. A finaucial 
news agency issued this statement yesterday 
afternoon: 

Prominent note brokers say that very Uttle com- 
nercial paper is being sold to the city banks. The 
country banks are buying moderately, but the ag- 
vregate isa considerable amount. Phere are also 
some private buyers. Nothing but the choicest 
yaper is selling, and this hasa market at from 6 to 
% per cent, Choice bills receivable are quoted 
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6%to7 per'cent., prime single-named, 7‘ to 842 per 
cent., commission house acceptances, (four months,) 
7toS8 percent. Parties having the best informa- 
tion discredit the recent rumors in regard to the 
paper of prominent dry goods houses being hawked 
around the street, and say these reports have been 
gross exaggerations. The paper of a prominent 
house, whose pame has recentiy been used in this 
connection, sold this morning at 6 per cent. 

The Sub-Treasury officials yesterday afternoon 
seid that they had paid out out $936,000 for 
Government bonds accepted on Wednesday, 
Aceording to the fourteen-million-dollar call 
issued yesterday, bonds must be offered at the 
Treasurer’s Washington oftice, but during the 
day a special order was received at the New- 
York Sub-Treasury to take one lot of $400,000 4 
per cents at 124. This lotis said to have been 
disposed of by Eugene Kelly. Similar special 
orders will also probably be obtained in cases 
where sellers of bonds prefer to leave their 
securities at the New-York establishment. 

The Coffee Exchange has sold to the Treasury 


| the $70,000 4% per eents it offered in response 


to the call. 

“The effect of the Treasury's circular,” said 
President Alexander E, Orr, of the Prodnee Ex- 
change, “‘has been favorable, indirectly rather 
than directly, as it shows that the Government 
is willing to correct, as far as possible, the bad 
effects of the present revenue and tariff lawe. 
The bottom of the whole trouble is that the Gov- 
ernment’s revenue is too large for all legitimate 
expenditures, and money needed for ordinary 
circulation is tied up. Congress, and not the 
Secretary,is the only power to give the permanent 
needed relief. The question is becoming a grave 
one, that cannot,and must not, be longer shirked 
by the legislators. [ think,as a rule, that at 
times we need a little healthful stringensey to 
check the national weakness to go ahead too 
fast with our development and booms and ex- 
travagant undertakings. Sol am not sure that 
the present stringency, which very likely is 
somewhat exaggerated, is nota blessing in dis- 

uise.” 

. There were other opinions in Wall-street and 
out that ran in muek the same vein. The Secre- 
tary might help matters temporarily, but per- 
manent relief must be given by Congress.

CHARGED WITH CORRUPTION. 


SERIOUS ACCUSATIONS AGAINST A MIN- 
NESOTA LAWMAKER. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Sept. 22.—Peter Anderson, 
a Scandinavian who has had considerable to do 
with ward politics, has put into the hands of 
an attorney a claim against ex-State Senator 
Samuel D. Peterson, which is accompanied by 
charges which would be serious if they were 
more definite, but which in their present shape 
look more like the work of petty spite on Ander- 
son’s port than corruption on Peterson’s. 


Peterson was for six or seven years, up to 
January, 1886, when his term expired, a 
prominent member of the Legislature. He was 
at St. Pant last Winter, and,it is alleged, was 
given $20,000 to use among the members of the 
Legislature to influence them against the High 
License bill and Ignatius Donnelly’s Railroad 
Anderson's story, as told to his attorney, 
is that Peterson employed him as assistant 
lobbyist. 

Prominent railroad officials are connected with 
the rumors as having furnished Peterson with 
money. Anderson claims that he has not been 
paid for his share of the work, except in part, 
and his suit will be brought to recover what is 
due him. He promises sensational disclosures 
when the suitis tried. State Treasurer Bobletter 
said to-day that, while he and Senator Peterson 
did not always agree politically, he thought him 
an honest man, and, so far as he knew, he bore a 
good reputation. He did not think there could 
be anything in thecharges of Anderson.” Ander- 
son is tow employed by the Heinrichs Brewing 
Association as a sglicitor. Asked to-day if the 
charges he is allegud to have made against ex- 
Senator Peterson were true, he replied: “I have 
nothing to say.” Ina telegram to the Pioneer 
Press Peterson denies every allegation and says 
it is a case of blackmail. 
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FLORIDA FARMERS ORGANIZING. 
JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Sept. 22.—There is 
quite a sharp war for freights between the 
Clyde steamship line and the railroads, the 
former having cut rates 50 per cent. Behind 
this fight for the control of Florida’s agricult- 
ural freights there is a strong movement among 


the orange growers and the vegetable men to 
combine for better transportation facilities to 
the Northern markets, as well as against the 
commission men, who are accused of having 
transacted business in an unsatisfactory man- 
ner. The movement took detinite shape in 
Lake County, several days ago, where 
an association was formed, bound together by 
strong pledges. .Their plan contemplates the 
establishment of similar associations elsewhere 
and the formation of a State convention, which 
body shall elect an Executive Committee. This 
committee will be placed in charge of the 
shipment of the crop, the selection of middle- 
men and agents, the control of freights, and, 
ss far as they can do s0, the regulation of the 
prices of Florida prodvets. This committee, for 
instance, if not satistied with the prices paid 
for lemons, oranges, bananas, or other tropical 
productions, will have power to stop sales. or 
to boycott offending railroads or commission 
men. Tne feeling throughout the State is strong 
in favor of the organization, and it will be 
pushed through as rapidly as possible in order 
to begin its work with the crops now nearly 
ready to enter the market.

THE GOVERNMENTS ORDERS 


OPENLY VIOLATED. 
LEAGUE DOINGS BOLDLY PUBLISHED— 
SERIOUS TROUBLE FEARED — MR. 

DAVITT SAILS FOR NEW-YORK. 


DUBLI, Sept. 22.—The weekly National- 
ist papers throughout Ireland publish the usual 
reports of the proceedings of the various local 
branches of the League, despite the fact that 
under the terms of the new Crimes act the edit- 
ors are liable to imprisonment for publishing 
the reports, which teem with violent denuncia- 
tions of the Government. 

The Lord Mayor of Dublin has issued an ap- 
peal for funds to defend and sustain the large 
number of political prisoners it is expected will 
soon be in jail under the Coercion act. 

Uniled Ireland publishes the text of the of- 
ficial circular issued by the Irish Government 
to the police in 1880 respecting the line of 
conduct they were to pursue with respect to 
League meetings. This ciroular directs that 
where Government reporters attend such meet- 
ings the officers in charge of the police present 
shall request of the Chairmen of the meetings 
accommodations for the reporters on. the plat- 
forms. If the requests be granted, the circu- 
lar makes plain, police escorts armed with 
batons are unnecessary. In view of this United 
Ireland accuses the Government of breaking the 
rule at Mitchellstown with the deliberate object 
of goading the people. 

The deputation of English members of Parlia- 
ment visited Youghal to-day, where they were 


welcomed by 7,000 persons. Several speeches 
were wade, in which the speakers denounced the 
action of the police at Mitchellstown. A Goy- 
ernment reporter was present. 

Several English delegates delivered addresses 
at a meeting in Cork this evening, held under 
the auspices of the League, the Mayor presid- 
ing. A small sum was charged for admission, 
and the proceeds will be devoted to a fund for 
the relief of the families of the victims of the 
affray at Mitchellstown.’ 


LONDON, Sept. 22.—A troop of hussars, 
a detachment of artillery, and a large force of 
police have arrived at Mitchellstown. Magis- 
trate Eaton has issued a proclamation probibit- 
ing the holding of any public meetings during 
the sitting of the police court, stating that any 
meetings held in violation of this prohibition 
would be forcibly dispersed. Copies of the proc- 
lamation have been served on Mr. John Dillon, 
member of Parliament, and Mr. Thomas P. Con- 
don, (Home Ruler) member of the House of Com- 
mons for East Tipperary, both of whom are now 
in Mitchellstown. Mr. Dillon has declared his 
willingness to address a public meeting and to 
repeat Mr. O’Brien’s conduct in spite of the Gov- 
ernment. A public meeting is being arranged 
to hear addresses from Mr. Dillonand Mr. Con- 
don. A conflict is teared if the Nationalists 
persist in carrying out their intentions. 

A dispateh from Mitchellstown this afternoon 
states that Mr. Dillon and Mr. Harrington have 
given pledges that no public political meetings 
shall be held in Mitchelistown during the pres- 
ent trial. 

Mr. Michael Davitt sailed from Queenstown 
to-day for New-York on the White Star Line 
steamer Britannic. Mr. Davitt. before going on 
board of the steamship, granted an interview to 
a correspondent, in the course of which he said: 
“The doctors have ordered an ocean journey to 
brace meup. My present visit to America is of 
a strictly private nature, and I do not propose 
to make any public appearances while in 
the United States. J ,want as much 
rest as I can possibly get. Upon my 
return to Ireland I will have enough to face. 
The order for the suppression of the Irish Na- 
tional League will neither intimidate its mem- 
bers nor in the least degree set back the popular 
movement. It is simply impossible now to 
crush the movement. hat would mean to put 
in prison three-fourths of the people of Ireland. 
The immediate outlook is gloomyin the ex- 
treme. Ilook with anxiety upon the coming 
Winter, believing as I do that the action of the 
Government will provoke widespread discord. 
If the people tamely submit to be deprived of 
the right of public meeting and freedom of 
speech they will show themselves to be un- 
worthy of homerule. We must fight; we must 
make sacrifices for the principle of self-govern- 
ment. I have already served nine years in pris- 
on. On returning to Ireland I havea good pros- 
pect of puttingin more years in prison. I believe 
that every earnest Nationalist is ready to do the 
same. Inever found a people readier to make 
sacrifices for a national cause, I never knew of 
any peeple in the world more resolute to carry 
on the fight. It would be infinitely more agree- 
able if we were enabled to continue the struggle 
in a peaceful, constitutional manner. But the 
Tory Government will not let us. A policy of 
deliberate exasperation has been determined 
upon by the Salisbury Ministry. Upon them 
rests the responsibility for coming events. By 
far the worst Ieature of the present situation is 
the Government’s plan of resorting to the worst 
kind of coercion in the interests of the landlords. 
They admit that the present dual ownership 
ought to be abolished. They recognize that the 
existing system 1s acomplete failure. Yet the 
movement of the Irieh leaders to reform the land 
tenure is declared illegal, and they themselves 
are denounced as criminals.” 

William J. Evelyn, (Conservative,) member of 
Parliament for Deptford, threatens to resign his 
seat in the House of Commons rather than sup- 
port the Government’s cruel measures in Ire- 
land. Mr. Smith, the Government leaderin the 
House of Commons, has writtes Mr. Evelyn a 
letter promising that a full inquiry shall be 
made into the Mitchellstown affair. 


WHAT LONDON TALKS ABOUT. 

THE VERDICT IN THE DONCASTER DIS- 
ASTER—A STEAMSHIP WRECKED. 

Lonpon, Sept. 22.—The Coroner’s jury 
in the case of the railway collision on the Mid- 
land Railway, near Doncaster, on the 16th inst., 
to-day rendered a verdict of manslaughter 
against both Taylor, the enginé driver, and the 
tireman of the express train from Liverpool. 
This train, at full speed, ran clear through a 
train laden with an excursion party which was 
standing across the track on which the express 
was running abouta mile out from Doncaster. 


The excursion train had stopped to give the con- 
ductor opportunity to collect tickets, much time 
being required for this on account of the 
unusually large load of passengers. It was 
claimed on the part of the express employes 
that there were no danger signals up, but the 
jury found otherwise. 

The British steamer Romeo, Capt. Williams, 
from New-Orleans Aug. 30, for Rouen, grounded 
at Villeguier and capsized. The vessel is sub- 
merged at high tide and is dangerous to naviga- 
tion. She 1s a total loss. Firemen Robinson, 
Hayes, and Davies, Engineer Thompson, and 
three other persons were drowned. 

Later advices say that six sailors and sever 
passengers of the Romeo were drowned. It is 
now believed that the steamer can be floated. 

The magistrates of Exeter have issued a sum- 
mons to the lessee of the recently burned Thea- 
tre Royal, cailing him to answer for breach of 
the building law regulations, 

Mr. Waller, United States Consul-General at 
London, is a passenger on the steamer Britan- 
nic, which sailed from Queenstown to-day for 
New-York. 
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A LETTER FROM STANLEY. 
LONDON, Sept. 23.—Henry M. Stanley 
writes under date of June 23 from his camp, 
saying that 500 slave traders at Yarnhombe, 
half of whom were under command of Chief 
Saidhabbub, refused allegiance to Tippoo Tib,

SENATOR M’PHERSON’S 
THE NEW-JERSEY CONTEST. 


TRENTON, N. J., Sept. 22.—A leading 
Democratic editor in this State has requested 
Senator John R. McPherson to define his aitti- 
tude in the Senatorial struggle now opening in 
New-Jersey, and he has done it in a letter in 
this way: 

‘*T desire to say that if to be a candidate means that 
I will engage in a scramble for the position of 
United States Senator, then I must not be considered 
a candidate. Moreover, I am reminded of the-fact 
that since the organization of the Federal Govern- 
ment not one of my distinguished predecessors 
has been accorded a longer consecutive term 
than has been given to me, and I cavnot 
expect, nor do I ask, that this unwritten law 
be abrogated in respect of myself. I am 
deeply grateful to the people of New-Jersey 
who have honored me in the past, and the question 
ofmy rendering further political service must be 
determined by them. Yet I do not hesitate to say 
that i am heartily tired of politics, and especially of 
its modern methods, and I wish never to hold an- 
other political office. The severe tax upon my time 
and health in our struggle for many years to keep 
New-Jersey in the Democratic fold prompts me to 
decline seeking a position which brings so many ex- 
actions and respousibilities outside the sphere of my 
official duties.” 

Democratic and Republican politicians alike 
are greatly amused over this letter. Were the 
Senator indeed out of the race they know he 
would say so plainly. The opening sentence of 
his letter they regard as a proof that, if his ene- 
tmnies do not make the strife too hot for him, he 
will attempt the feat of securing a longer con- 
secutive term at Washington than has ever been 
accorded any of his distinguished predecessors. 
Some of the powerful Democratic journals which 
are opposing Senator McPherson so as to be able 
to support ex-Gov. Abbett in the event of a 
Democratic Legislature are pretending to have 
faith that the Senator has really retired from 
the canvass. The Newark /ournal is one of these 
newspapers. Of the Senator's letter it says: 

“This is both candid and explicit. . Senator Me- 
Pherson does not desire re-election and will make 
no effort to gainit. He has borne the brunt of the 
battle on two previous occasions and carried the 
Democratic banner to victory. That he could do so 
again if he should enter into the canvass with char- 
acteri8tic energy and determination there can be no 
doubt, but the Senator feels that he has done his 
duty by the Democracy of the State and the country 
and that the time has come for some one else to take 
up the fight against Republican corporations and 
Republican money.”

In connection with the matter Delegate Merkle 
said that no member of the musicians’ union 
would play in the theatre, and another delegate 
said an actor had refused a job under Thomas 
Keene, whois to open the house |Sept. 24, be- 
cause he was to epen a non-union theatre.

THE TRANSPAOIFIO CABLE. 
OTTAWA, Sept. 22.—The Government has 
received an intimation from the imperial au- 
thorities that the British Government cannot 
undertake the cgest of a special survey of the 
route of the proposed transpacific cable be- 
tween British Columbia and New-Zealand and 


Australia unless some guarantee is given that 
the line will actually be laid. Under these cir- 
cumstances Mr. Sandford Fleming, who may be 
looked uvon as the father of the intercolonial 
eable scheme, has suggested to the Hon. Mr. 
Foster, Minister of Marine and Finauee, that the 
colonies themselves should undertake the cost of 
survey, and he proposes that Canada’s eontribu- 
tion thereto should be the loan of a versel. Mr. 
Foster is favorably impressed with the proposal, 
and will at once lay the matter before his col- 
leagues. Should the Government decide on ac- 
cepting the proposal communications will at 
once be had with the different Australian Gov- 
ernments, 


A MINISTER FATALLY SHOT. 

Lirrte Rock, Ark., Sept. 22.—An Indian 
Territory dispatch reports the fatal shooting of 
named Alfred Beddington, at the 
awelling of one Glassmore, on the line dividing 
the Chickasaw and Choctaw nations.

Beddington 
had been au unsuccessful suitor for the hand of 
the girl whom Glassmore married. When Ber- 
dington appeared in the country Glassmore 
charged bim with wanting to steal his wife, and 
warned him te keep away from his abode, Last 
night Beddington rode up te the house and was 
met by Glassmore, who fired at him twice with 
a shotgun, wounding him mortally. Glassmore 
has fled. Beddington claims to be a missionary

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100 MANY KITES FLYING 


EF. S.WHEELER, OF NEW-HAVEN, 
ARRESTED. 

HE IS CHARGED WITH OBTAINING MONEY 
BY FALSE PRETENSES—WHY THE 
BANKS DID NOT ACT SOONER. 

NEW-HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 22.—E. 8. 
Wheeler, the dealer in iron and tin plate, who 
failed Sept. 6 with liabilities of $1,500,000, 
nominal assets of $600,000, and actual assets 
of $150,000 or less, was arrested to-day on the 
charge of obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses at the instance of the Phenix Bank, of 

Hartford, a creditor to the amount of $13,000. 

The paper of the insolvent concern, most of 

it worthless, held by the Hartford banks, 

is not much over $150,000. That of 
the New-Haven banks will probably reach 
$100,000. The New-Haven bankers hesitated 

to make the arrest for two reasons. H. M. 

Welch, President of the First National Bank of 

tis city, the father-in-law of E. 8. Wheeler, was 

himself a creditor personally or through his 
bank to the amount of $160,000, and is looked 
upon as a Nestor of New-Haven banking institu- 
tions. He is known to be worth several miilions 
of dollars, has been conservative in his business 
affairs, and respected as is hardly any other 
banker inthe State. The officers of the Hew-Haven 
banks, badly bitten as they are and aware that 
several of the institutions must pass their next 
dividends in consequence of the E. S. Wheeler 
failure, disliked to take the initiative inthe mat- 
terof Mr. Wheeler’s arrest on this account. 

Another reason restraining them was the man- 

ner in which the kite paper, amounting to a mill- 

ion of dollars or so, was floated. It consisted 

largely of notes made by the Chicago Wire Fences 


Company and the Glen Wire Manufacturing 
Company, of Cayahoga, Olio, payable to the 
New-Haven Wire Company, a joint stock con- 
cern, These Western houses, in reality creations 
of Mr. Wheeler, pai@ by notes in advance for 
goods which the wire company in New-Haven, 
also of Mr. Wheeler's creation, were to transmit. 
These notes were paid to Mr. Wheeler for 
amounts due E, S. Wheeler & Co. from the 
wire company. The notes, even if fraudulent, 
the New-Haven bank men now ¢claim were not 
payable to E. 8. Wheeler & Co., but to the New- 
Haven Wire Company. It is with this pa- 
per that the New-Haven banks are bit- 
ten to the amount of nearly if not 
quite $400,000—the wire company a joint 
stock concern, standing as an intermediary 
part, Mr. Wheeler simply indorsing its paper 
and getting it discounted. 

The warrant issued at Hartford was served 
upon Mr. Wheeler at his residence in Hillhouse- 
avenue to-day, and in company with the Hart- 
ford officer Mr. Wheeler went to Hartford on an 
afternoon train, and before Judge Henney of- 
fered Pierce N. Welch, of this city, as 
his bondsman in $5,000 for his appearance 
Oct. 8. The charge azainst him is based uponthe 
discounting of a note for $2,914 12 made by 
Smith & Wicks, of Baltimore. Smith & Wicks, to- 
gether with several other Baltimore concerns in 
the same line of business, followed E. ls 
Wheeler & Co. into bankruptcy about the same 
time that the Chicago Wire Company, the Glen 
Wire Manufacturing Company, F. C. Davenport, 
of Boston, and other houses went under. The 
Phoenix Bank people claim that the $2,914 12 
note was discounted upon Mr. Wheeler’s person- 
al assurance that it was good, that an- 
other note for a similar amount from the 
same Baltimore house became due about 
the same time, and that they were a 
little. suspicious. Mr. Wheeler assured them 
thatit was right, that he was in receipt of 
monthly statements as to the standing of Smith 
and Wicks, and that they were rated A No. 1. 
President Redfield, of the Phanix Bank, now 
says that Mr. Wheeler knewthe Baltimore house 
to be worse than shaky, ahd that both houses 
were swapping notes to keep themselves 
agoing, and that the note in question was not, 
as Mr, Wheeler represented, a business note, but 
simply an accommodation note. Like the other 
bankers of Hartford, he had every confidence in 
Mr. Wheeler up to the day of the failure. Since 
then developments have led some of them to 
think he might run away and the arrest is the 
consequence. 

Mr. Wheeler said to-night: “Itis extremely 
unfortunate for both the estate and myself and 
especially so for the former, that a permanent 
Trustee was not appointed Sept. 18. Much val- 
uabie time has been lost and the estate natur- 
ally and inevitably 1s depreciated. Apparentiy 
I have no rights which the public feel called 
upon to respect, but it has been simply impos- 
sible forme to make a defense in the absence 
of the permaneut Trustee. I do not for a mo- 
ment believe that Gen. Merwin’s letter has 
peen correctly quoted and I ean only 
await his return with considerable impatience, 
The delay has given time for a great deal of un- 
just and unreasonable wrath to find vent 
through the columns of the newspapers, but I 
am not conscious of having committed any 
crime or done anything not legally and morally 
justitiable under conditions as existing at the 
time. There is no danger of my running away, 
and the Hartford bank which caused tbe arrest 
knew it perfectly well. Anything that I should 
say now would be misconstrued, and my long 
residence in New-Haven and faithful citizenship 
counts for nothing. When things cool off Ll hope 
to make a satisfactory defense.” 
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THE LILLIE HOYLE MYSTERY. 
WoORCESTER, Mass., Sept. 22.—There were 
no new facts developed to-day tending to dispel 
the mystery surrounding the death of Lillie 
Hoyle, the victim of the Webster tragedy. The 
result of yesterday’s medical examination has 
not yet been given tothe public and will not 


be until the internal ergans, which have been 
sent to Boston for chemical and microscopic 
tests, have been thoroughly examined. It is, 
however, generally admittea that the girl was 
well advanced toward maternity, and the two 
detectives who have the case in charge, work- 
ing on this theory, are using their utmost en- 
deavors to ascertain the name of the man 
with whom she was intimate. Her sister and 
relatives deny emphatically that they had any 
knowledge or even suspicion of her condition. 
The shawl which was wrapped about the body 
when it was found, and which it was hoped 
would furnish an important clue, has been 
identified as belonging to the murdered girl, 
although she did not have it with her when she 
left her room for the last time. The tuneral 
took place to-day. The remains were taken from 
the undertaker’s shop through streets lined with 
sympathizing townspeople. The procession con- 
sisted of the hearse and four hacks, followed by 
carriages with newspaper correspondents. At 
the grave, Where several hundred persons had 
assembled, the Rev. W. E. Knox, Pastor of the 
Methodist ehurch, offered prayers, and spoke 
briefly and charitably of the deceased woman 
and her dreadful fate.

THE PATRIOTIO SOUTH.- 


4 CONFEDERATE COLONEL’S REFLEC- 
TIONS ON THE WAR. 

HARTFORD, Conn., Sept. 22.—The reunion 
of Gen. Hawley’s Seventh Connecticut Regi- 
ment was held at Lakeville this afternoon, the 
interest centring in the reception extended to 
Col. Charles H. Olmsted, of Savannah, who com- 
manded Fort Pulaski at the time of its capture 
by the Seventh in 1862 and was taken prisoner 
by the regiment. Afterward Col. Olmsted was 
in command at Fort Wagner, where the Seventh 
in turn lost heavily in the charge on that fortifi- 
cation. The Colonel is a member of the military 
staff of Gov. Gordon, of Georgia. He was ac- 
companied by his daughter, Miss Susan 
Olmsted, and while in Connecticut will be the 


guest of Judge A. W. Church, of Lakeville. Gen. 
Hawley,in his welcome to Col. Olmsted, said 
thatin his extensive intercourse with Southern 
men he had not heard one lament the results of 
the war. The national principle, North and 
Seuth, now is one country under one Constitu- 
tion, one flag and one destiny. 

In response Col. Olmsted said the war was 
fought from different views of duty. The mag- 
nitude of the struggle shows that it was for the 
settlement of questions which had been for gen- 
erations asa thornin the flesh. He believed in 
the overruling power of God and was satisfied 
that he has ordained for the people of the South, 
through what they once thought their greatest 
tribulation, a future and a career far better 
than they could have mapped out for them- 
selves. ‘I have long thought,” added Col. Olm- 
sted, ‘“‘thatin the not very distant future the 
people of the whole country will learn to look 
upon the gallantry of the Soushern soldiers and 
the uncomplaining fortitude of the Southern 
people as a heritage in common with their 
admiration for similar virtues at the North. The 
brave deeds of Northern and Southern soldiers 
alike will be cherished in the memories of the 
entire people as sure evidence that the Ameri- 
can is nodegenerate scion of a noble stock, but 
the equal of any man uponearth. A generation 
of young men has grown up in the South since 
the last sound of cannon at Appomattox. They 
have learned that the destinies of every part of 
this mighty Union areinseparable. Fathers and 
sons alike have accepted the result of the strug- 
gle in loyalty and good faith.” 

The speech of Col. Olmsted was received 
with enthusiasm, and the effect of it will be of 
great value among the veterans in the State. 
Gen. Hawley was elected President of the regi- 
mental assoviation. 


ASSAILING GOV. HILL. 


A DISMISSED STATE EMPLOYE PUBLISHES 
SOME DAMAGING FACTS. 

Evtmrira, N. Y., Sept. 22.—Disclosures 
have just come to light in Hornellsville which 
create much political discussion and call for an 
investigation of the manner in which the people 
are robbed by the unscrupulous self-styled re- 
formers in Albany. In 1883 Commissioner 
Perry, of the Capitol at Albany, at the solicita- 
tion and through tbe efforts of C. F. Peck, the 
man who first mentioned Gov. Hill’s name 
for Lieutenant-Governor, and who was re- 


warded by being made Labor Statistician; 
John McDougall, C. C. B. Walker, and other 
prominent Democrats, appointéd Col. Cox, of 
Hornelisville, as timekeeper. When Judge May- 
nard loomed up as a candidate for Secretary of 
State Cox opposed him bitterly and said some 
unkind things of him after he was nominated. 
Cox was admonished from time to time to with- 
draw his opposition to Maynard, but refused, 
and was soon afterward discharged. Peck hav- 
ing falien into disfavor among the Democrats of 
Steuben County, Cox has become emboldened to 
show up how affairs are carried on at Albany, 
and accordingly makes public the correspondence 
between himself and Peck over the Maynard 
matter. The following extracts are enough to 
show the rottenness and false pretenses of the 
‘*reformers:” 


The generous-hearted Governor strained a point 
to keep you in your position. Cc. F. PECK. 

Puta padlock on your tongue and not allow any 
hasty or ill-advised remark to escape your lips, for 
the Governor has already heard certain language of 
yours that he has very generously, in my Judgment, 
overlooked. xmas C.F. PECK. 

I interceded with the Governor and you were re- 
tained in your position for over seven months with 
practically nothing to do. Cc. F. PECK. 

The people here and in this vicinity believe, as 
they must all overthe State, that Gov. Hill or 
Mr. Peck should at once show the people how it 
is that men are retained in office with “nothing 
to do,’’ at the expense of the taxpayers of the 
State. There is such a thing as ‘straining a 
point too far,” and of being altogether too 
“yenerous-hearted.” Cox is one of the poor 
but honest ex-soldiers who cannot be forced to 
do the dirty work of Hill or Peck. More de- 
velopments may be looked for.

CuicaGco, Sept. 22.—‘* The situation is 
simply abominable,” said a prominent local coal 
dealer this afternoon.

It is very unfair‘ 
however, for the papers to say that the Chicago 
dealers are in any way to blame for the present 


condition of affairs, which is equally obnoxious 
to them as to the consumers. The coal ring is in 
Pennsylvania and New-York, and nof in Chi- 
cago, and its representatives here are simply 
salaried agents who can do nothing but its bid- 
ding.” 

“ Did nothing come cat of the step taken by 
the Attorney-General of Pennsylvania last year 
to break up the combination?” was asked. 

“Nothing, except that they went over into 
Now-York and made the combination harder and 
tighter. There is no combination this year nom- 
inaily. Last year they admitted the combination. 
This year there is no admitted combination, 
while the arrangements are as perfect as ever, 
and are carried out from month to month. They 
show their claws to be harder and sharper, and 
have greater grasping power than ever before. 
The retailer and consumer have nojremedy what- 
ever. Whatever the shippers order has got to 
be done. I can bring you ten proofs to one that 
the shippers are solely and entirely responsible 
for the present condition of the market and the 
apparently inevitable present prices.” Other 
dealers indorsed the foregoing remarks emphati- 
cally.

POSTMASTER JUDD ANGRY. 

CHIcAGo, Sept. 22.—The News, of this 
city, printed an editorial yesterday morning on 
the Chicago Post Office, in which the opinion of 
a great many people thatthe office is notin good 
hands was pretty plainly put. Postmaster Judd, 


who is now in the city, read the artice, and wrote 
a letter to the editor of the News, in which he said: 


“What do you mean by your editorial of this 
morning about the Chicago Post Office! You made 
several gross misstatements. You say, in substance 
that the Post Oflice is a political machine under 
my administration. Untrath No. 1. There is nota 
shadow of foundation for this statement. You 
likewise state that with his [my] sanction, at least, 
the civil service is prostituted in every depart- 
ment of the office to make places for political 
workers and hustlers at the expense of men 
through whose services the Chicago Post Office was 
the model office of the country. This charge 
is unqualifiedly false. The civil service is not 
prostituted in any department of the Chicago Post 
Office, and I challenge you or any other liv- 
ing being to cite a single instance in which 
this has been done. Thirdly, gour insinuations that 
the office is being run in other respects indicated 
by the parties named is gratuitous, insult- 
ing, and false. The implication that the 
otlice is being run by anybody except the Postmas- 
ter will be somewhat amusing to chiefs of divisions 
in the Post Oftice and to all others who understand 
about the management of the office. It is evident 
that you don’t Kuow what you are talking about.”

PARTY LEADERS MEETING 


ORGANIZING THE NEW STAIE 
COMMITTEE. 
THE REPUBLICAN LEADERS ARRANGING 
THE PARTY MACHINERY AND ASK- 
ING FOR HARMONIOUS ACTION. 


The ‘slate’? prepared by Thomas C. Platt, 
and approved by Senator Hiscock, was formally 
ratified by the Republican State Committee at 
the Fifth-Avenue Hotel yesterday. There was, 
indeed, no discord among the members of the 
committee. There were, however, some heart- 


burnings, as the result of the payment of old 
political scores. 


The committee has been organized, and the 
organization is as much the property of Boss 
Platt as is anything that is locked up in his 
private safe in lower Broadway. Senator His- 
cock flitted nervously to and fro in the 
hotel corridors, fearful lest some break 
Might occur in the programme. Ex-Sena- 
tor Platt sat calmly on a sofa waiting 
for the formal announcement that 
his plans had been executed to the letter, as he 
had every reason to suppose they would be, fos 
he is accustomed to giving orders and to having 
them obeyed. Now and then the two men 
would be found together in earnest eonsulta- 
tion. Itis plain thatin one or two minor mat- 
ters Senator Hiscock’s views have been respect- 
ed, as for instance in the selection of a Chair- 
man. But in matters that closely pertain to the 
executive duties of the committee Mr. Pilati 
has had his own way. Mr. Hiscock is not by 
nature or training exactly fitted for partnership 
with Mr. Platt, but circumstances have thrown 
them together in the management of the party, 
and they must bear with one another as best 


they can. At least this is the discovery that has 

been made by the former. 

The country members of the committee began 
to arrive on the early morning trains. At noo 
the hour for the meeting of the committee, th 
corridors of the Fifth-Avenue Hotel were filled 
with bustling Republicans. Some of the candi 
dates on the State ticket presented themselves 
for introduction. James H. Carmichael, the can- 
didate for Treasurer, came down from Butvalo 
with editor O. G. Warren. Major James A. 
Dennison, who hopes to be the rext Attorney 
General, was the centre of a throng of friends. 
Oliver H. P. Cornell, the party’s nominee for 
Engineer and Surveyor, was a modest spectator. 
Levi P. Morton discussed the situation wit 
new-made acquaintances from the rural dis 
tricts. Judge Horace Russell chatted with 
Walter Q. Gresham, whose erect, manly figure 
and frank, intelligent face were studied with in- 
terest by more than one Republican. 

Brooklyn Republicans were especially ob- 
servant of the movements of Damon Leaycraft, 
Pythias Barber, and Committeeman Beard. It 
seemed to these gentiemen to be the time to 
wave the olive branch. Leaycraft cautiously 
approached Boss Platt and had a few minates’ 
conversation. The boss smiled graciousiy, and 
Pythias appeared with Mr. Beard and intro- 
duced the latter to the boss. Mr. Platt, told the 
committemen that there was no reason why 
they should not be friends. With characteristic 
bluatness Mr. Beard, admitted that behad al- 
ways been opposed to him. This was 
quite true, as the wiping out of Quarat- 
tine Commissioner John A. Nichols as & 
political factor by Mr. Beard has ciearly demon- 
strated. Mr. ‘Platt was desirous of seeing Com- 
mitteeman Frank 8. Smith, of Allegany, son of 
the Health Officer, elected Secretary of the State 
Committee, and he frankly told Mr. Beard so. 
Damon and Pythias contemplated the Boss and 
Mr. Beard and the decorated ceiling, and for the 
life of them could see no reason why Mr. Smith’s 
ambition should not begratitied. The gentlemen 
smiled cordially upon one another. An hour 
later it was discovered, much to the satisfaction 
of the Brooklynites, no doubt, that the list of 
members of the Executive Committee prepared 
by Mr. Platt bore the name of Mr. Beard. TAe 
name of Committeeman Stephen V. White had 
a erased and in lts stead was thatof Miz 

eard. 

The olive branch was extended in another di- 
rection with the same happy effect. Committee 
man John W. Birdsall, of Queens, came neal 
being defeated for re-election by Mr. Piatt last 
week at Saratoga. Mr. Birdsall has shared with 
the public his opinions of the treatment accorded 
him by the boss upon that oceasion. They were 
framed in language vot strictly judicial or par- 
liamentary. But the two gentiemen have met 
and canvassed one another’s sentiments within 
86 hours, and have ascertained that political 
gulfs may be bridged. Mr. Birdsall, as the result, 
is a member of the Executive Committee, much 
to his own satisfaction and that of his friends. 

Harmony was prevalent everywhere. It was, 
however, apparent in its most diluted form 
among the colored members of the party, whe 
jostled their white brethren in @ manner most 
unusual. The State Convention had authorized, 
much against the protest of Senator Fassett, the 
addition of a colored member to. the State Com 
mittee. It was the usual recognition of the race, 
but this year it possessed, for some reason, un- 
usual signiticance. Three candidates were in 
the field, striving with might and main for the 
coveted honor. These were Derrick, a well 
known clergyman of this town; Trower, of Brook- 
lyn, a salesman for achicken stand in Fulton 
Market, and Johnson, of Albany. The friends of 
Mr. Trower insisted that the Rev. Mr. Derrick 
was not an out-and-out Republican. It was 
cited against him that in the year 1884 he had 
repudiated Gibbs and supported Hugh J. Grant 
for Mayor, and furthermore, that he had alsa 
cast his influeace into the scales for one Messe- 
mer, the Tammany candidate for Coroner. As 
if this was not a sufficiently crushing weight for 
the pious clergyman to bear, his accusers al- 
leged that he was prone to employing his Ves- 
trymen and Wardens iu the laying of pipe and 
the pulling of subterranean political wires. 

To these grave charges the friends of Mr. Der- 
rick simply — that Mr. Trower was jealous, 
and that he sold chickens in the market place. 
But While these gentlemen were contemplatin 
one another’s chances work was going on unde 
their very eyes which they wot not of, and an- 
other, au equally reputable gentleman, was, 
through his friends, burrowing beneath their 
very feet. Indeed, this contest was the most 
exciting event of the day, everything else be- 
ing cut and aried and possessing the flavor of. 
last year’s apples. 

While all this chat and gossip was in progress 
among the Republicans the fact did not escape 
attention and comment that some members of 
the party were conspicuous by their absence. 
Ex-Gov. Cornell was one of these. It was prob- 
ably the first meeting of a new State Committee 
which he had failed to attend for many a year. 
His friends knew and felt that be had been 
“frozen out” of the party management, as the 
phrase goes, and under the eircumstances his 
seeming neglect was not wondered at 
Warner Miller was also absent, prior en- 
gagements demanding his attention. He has 
friends, and some of them were on the ground, 
and, though they concurred in everytbing that 
was suggested for the party’s good, they could 
not but feel that here and there in the comumit- 
tee’s proceedings there were covert thrusts at 
them, a seeming disposition to relegate them te 
the rear, an unuttered determination on the 
part of Platt more particularly to whip them 
out of the high places they bave held in the 
party’s councils. In at least two instances did 
this secret hostility find open vent when it came 
to the selection of the Executive Committee. 

The committee met in the large parlor ovet 
the old headquarters soon after 12 o'clock, The 
outgoing Secretary, John W. Vrooman, ealled if 
to order. Every one of the 34 committeemen 
was present save Frank &. Smith, of Allegany. 
He was engaged, it was said,in an importau 
lawsuit that would prevent his attendance, and 
M. R. Blair, a townsman, was his proxy. The 
new committee is composed of the followivg 
gentlemen:

As the mouthpiece of Mr. Platt, Mr. Knapp 
now moved thai the Chairman of the commitiee 
be authorized to appoint an Executive Cuintit- 
tee of 13 thembers, of which Mr. Bliss shotild be 
one. The cotiimittee ratified this part of the 
programmeé Withvout conmment. The Exccutive 
Courmittee, which was selected, by the way, by 
Messfs, Platt and His¢ock, comprises the follow- 
ing gentlemen:

Mr. Hiécock could only regret that there 
should bé any feeling in the matter. Mr. Platt, 
to use his oWn expression, oft-quoted in the 
past, has detetinined “to follow sume men to 
their graves,” and evidently these two gentie- 
men are among the doomed.

The éclection of John N. Kuapp as Chairman 
of tliis corumittee Was also on Mr. Platt’s pro- 
gramme. r. Knapp has had intimate business 
and political relations with Mr. Piatt for years. 

He was nis 
man at Safdtoga in 1882, He was bis proxy at 
the célebrated committee meeting of that year, 
aud he must be a very useful man, else he would 
not have beea selécted for this respousible posi- 
tion new, His elevation cannot but be somewhat 
humiliating to Mr. Hiscock and his frienas, four 
he defeated, for the office of committeeman 
in the Cayuga district, Sereno E. Paine, 
the warm personal friend of the Onondaga chief- 
tain.

If for 
no other reason than that he is the friend of 
Chauncey M. Depew, who has been mentioned 
for Presidential honors, Gen. Husted might have 
been tolerated upon the committee. The com- 
mittee will doubtless prove a very close corpora- 
tion both this year and next, and friends of all 
Presidential candidates, save Mr. Blaine, are 
notified to keep off the premises if they desire to 
preserve themselves from birdshot and other 
objectionable arguments of the gamekeepers. 

After the proper disposition had been made of 
the Executive {Committee Dr. Cartwright calied 
attention to the provision for a evlored brother 
upon the committee. Mr. Bristow, seemingly 
unable to appreciate the importance of this mat- 
ter. moved its whole reference to the Executive 
Committee.

BY THE VOLUNTEER. 

The results of Official Measurer John 
Hyslop’s involved ¢Galculations, based on his 
careful and persistent attacks on the Volunteer 
and the Thistle as they lay at a disadvantage in 
their respective dry docks, has at last been 
made public. Mr. Hyslop appeared at the New- 
York Yacht Club house last evening and re- 


ceived a hearty welcome and a shower of ques- 
tions. He looked a trifle pale from the mental 
strain consequent on the measurement of two 
mighty racers, butin the parlor he was soon 
surrounded by a crowd of friends who made him 
give the details of his work on the sloop and 
cutter, , P 

Mr. Hyslop said he was surprised—very much 
surprised. He had never in his long experience 
as measurer—and Mr. Hyslop bas measured 
many a noted craft—found two boats which were 
apparently so different, and yet which, when the 
final figures neede:l to determine the time allow- 
ance were reached, were found to amount really 
to very near the same thing. As Mr. Hyslop was 
surprised, sv, of course, all the members of the 
club who heard him say 80 were also very great- 
ly astonisued at the wonderful similarity in cold 
tigures between the sloop and the cutter. 

The Volunteer will have to allow her Scotch 
rival something, but not inuch. In thé measure- 
ments for time allowance there is a difference 
between the two yachts of just.15 of a foot. 
From this it was reported about the citibhouse 
that the Volunteer would have tv allow the 
Thistle five seconds. By the rules of the New- 
York Yacht Club, however, the altlowatice is a 
trifle over eight seconds. In the “ height’— 
which is a technical word—tbhere is less than 
one inch difference between the two yachts. The 
Vulunteér in the fore and aft measurement ex- 
ceeds the Thistle by nearly fout feet.

A NAVAL RESERVE. 

A circular has beeh issued recently to a 
anumber of ex-naval officers, yachtsmen, and 
men interested in the advancement of the 
scheme to establish a ‘*Naval Reserve,” asking 
attendance at a meeting to-day at the office of 
thé Naval Inspeetur. The purpose is to discuss 


what steps it is advisablé to take in order to 
bring the schémé before the public, with a view 
toward Interesting the Government init. Capt. 
Henty Erbin signs the circular, and among those 
who are espécially active in bushing the matter 
are A. Vanderbilt aud B, R. Olcott. 

A bill Was introduced in the last Congress with 
the purpuse in view of creatinga ‘“ Naval Ke- 
serve.” This bill contemplated the giving of 
bounties to all steamships whose owners would 
agiee to place them at the disposal of the Gov- 
ernment when cailed upon and to fit them, to a 
certain extent, for the receipt of light 
armament. [It also authorized the enroll- 
ment of searien and officers in the new 
torce called the “Naval Reserve.’ ‘This bill 
failed of passage on atcuount of the lateness at 
whi¢hit was iutroduced. It 1s now intended to 
forward the iitroduction of a bill similar in 
nuture and also to rousé a popular interest in 
its favor. Secretary Whitney hae already ex- 
pressed iiimself as interested in such an effort 
to increase the number of trained men-of- war's 
men in the country without enlarging the act- 
ual navy.

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TOPICS DISCUSSED BY CHRIS- 
TIAN WORKERS. 

CONVENTION TALKING ABOUT MIS- 
SION WORK AMONG THE JEWS AND 
HOW TO REACH THEM. 

The Convention of Christian Workers, at 
its second day’s session yesterday at the Broad- 
way Tabernacle, listened first to an adddress on 
“The Central Union Mission, Washington, D. 
C.,” by the Rev. E. D. Bailey. He deseribed the 
organization and work of the mission and of an 
eflective Gospel wagon, from which tracts were 
distributed and meetings held, that cost $764, 
to which the Chief of Police and two of the Com- 
missioners had been-contributors. Among the 
hundreds of conversions among their exceed-

General, a Union volunteer Colonel, and many 
Government department employes and laborers, 


and gave it a hearty support. In the course of 
the discussion which followed the address it 
was shown that the preachers gave the mission 
work indifferent support. 

The Rev. Jacob Freshmen spoke about “The 
Hebrew Christian Work.” There were, he said, 
more Christian Jews in the world than people 
generally supposed. There were in the Church 
of England 100 clergymen, converts ftom Juda- 
ism, and over 3,000 communicants. Three had 
reached the rank of Bishop in the church, and 
the work was spreading with greater power 


than ever. In Hungary, under ex-Rabbi Lich- 
tenstein, in Kussia and in Germatiy, the conver- 
sions were numerous. Almohg those in Ger- 
many was the brotherof the rabbi of the syna- 
gcoxue at Fifth-avenue and Forty-third-street, in 
this city. There were upon the books of his 
church about 50 names, but the prejudice among 
the Jews was intense, and some were driven 
from home by it and were only occasionally 
heard from, 

Rymond Ridges, of London, England, told of 
the work among the Jews in London, Chairman 
Torrey said that while he believed in special 
work among the Jews, he felt that all could do 
something along the line of work among the 
Hebrews in their regular churches and missions, 

The Rev. A. F. Beard, of this city, read an 
elaborate paper at the afternoon session on 
“The McAll Mission Methoids and their Applica- 
tion to American Cities.’ Mr. MeAll, a Scotech- 
man, Was not converted until he was well along 
in a business career toward prosperity. He at 
once devoted himself without salary to evangel- 
istic labor, establishing miissions in Paris, of 
which he was himself at first sule Superintend- 
ent, Manager, missionary, and preacher. His 
lacture room had to be on the first floor to be 
within as easy reach as a saloon, aud painted 
signs on cotton cloth declared the character of the 
place. Short addresses, prayers, songs, and Bible 
reading formed the exercises. His first mission 
grew so rapidly that organization became nec- 
essary and a Governing Board of seven was 
chosen. Now several stations are established 
where stated meetings are held for all classes— 
Women’s meetings, workmen’s meetings, chil- 


dren’s meetings, general meetings; lady 
ushers presented visitors with hymn books 
and couducted them to seats. The same 
methods could be applied to the evan- 


gelization of New-York, ‘he sacrament of bap- 
tism was sometimes administered by Pastors of 
established churches at the missious. Seyeral of 
the Catholic clergy had been converted and 
were working in the mission, and the converts 
Were urged to identify themselves with some of 
the Huguenot churchea, and a large proportion 
aid so, Conversions were numbered among the 
thousands. 

The most important feature of the afternoon's 
exercises Was the lecture of the Rey. Dr. A, T. 
Pierson, of Philadelphia, on ** The ldeal Chureh 
for the People.” The doctor spoke extemporane- 
ously and received frequent applause. 

The great multitude of the people, he said, 
were not now reached by any system of Gospel 
work. The church accommodations were not 
adequate. Again, the churches were losing 
power with the people rather than gaining, A 
third fact was that out of the cummon people 
came the backbone and the strength of the 
churches. The church that would attract the 
common people was the church they should 
hope for. Another fact was that the slums of 
society were at times the most important point 
of Christian endeavor. Society was pyramidal, 
and whatever affected the base affected the 
whole structure. If they went to work to regen- 
erate the lowest among the members of society, 
their regenerating 
throughout the whole social structure. 

“The ideal ehurch forthe people will bea 
purely evangelical church,” he continued, 
“There is too much preached in our churches 
to-day that isn’t Gospel. We need to-day in the 
ministry ef Christ a greater faith in the simple 
truths of the Gospel. Lectures of a scientific, 
philosophic, literary, moral, or religious charae- 
ter may be entertaining, but they are not neces- 
sarily Gospel. Too much is said about doing 
something to draw the masses. And whenever 
by this is meant the employment of artificial 
agencies outside of the Gospel the talk is 
vicious. There are some churches that 
are especially sacramental, or social, or eduea- 
tional, or evangelical, but the model church will 
combine all these specialties.” Dr. Pierson said 
he had been a musician from his youth up, but 
when he went to church he did not want to feel 
that he was going \o @ concert room. He had 
preached in a church where ‘‘Jesus, Lover of 
My Soul,” was sung tothe tune of * When the 
Swallows Homeward Fly” by a® woman who 
would not be atimitted to the society of respect- 
able people, and her relations with the man who 
sang the teuior were net proper. There was too 
much wstheticisw in the pulpit, in the choir, and 
in the church society. That drove the common 
people away. 

The church of the people must be in every 
sensé a democratic church, Sv faras the spirit 
of caste invaded the churches, it was au obstacle 
to Christian success. The common people of 
Montreal were notso far out of the way when 
they called one of the aristocratic churenes of 
that city the Pullman Palace Car Church, be- 
cause the poor man was not expected to ride to 
heaven by that evonveyance, Finally, the 
churches must be free. Not that there should be 
no givink, butthat the giving should be voluntary 
and not fixed—and this should apply to the 
preacher as well as all the other expenses of the 
church. The really consecrated preacher would 
be willing to rely upon the ftree-will offerings of 
his people and live upon them. Nowhere in thie 
Bible could they find awarrant for the mon- 
strous system of pew renting. It was monstrous 
because if erected a barrier between the pulpit 
and the common people. George Mueller, of 
Bristol, had 4 church of 1,472 members without 
a Card-piaying, dancing, or theatre-goiug Chris- 
lian among them, and he never had a@ stated 
salary. 

The evening session brought out a large aiu- 
dience. The first address was by the Rev. Dr, 
A. F, Sehautiler, who told of the work of the 
New-York City Mission. Following this was a 
lecture tpon * The Plans and Purposes of the 
Evangelical Alliance in the United States,” by 
the Rev. Dr. Josiah Strung, of this city. The 
greatest dangers threatening the United States 
to-day, he said, were the organizations for of- 
fetisive warfare of the powers of darkness. And 
in the face of all this the Christian Church wis 
divided into a multiplicity of puerile fractions. 
The bad distribution of churches was one of the 
consequences of this disvreanization.

case. Judge Veazey gave notice that he would | 
exclude all of that partof Delaney’s evidence 
with reference to the revocation of the will, on 
the ground that 1t would be admissibvie tu revoke 
itonly by the establishment of a later will ae- | 
cording to statute. This announcement created 
consternation among the contestant’s lawyers, | 
as they have failed to mention the name 
of any Witnesses to the will claimed to have 


been executed in 1885, and Judge Poland, who 
is claimed to have drawn it, being dead, they 
relied entirely upon the testimony of Delaney. 

After a few preliminary questions Senator Ed- 
miunds began #4 searching examination of De- 
laney as to his history. He drew from the wit- 
ness the intelligence that he was an Irishman, 
having come to this country when he was 15 
years vd. Hesettied in Boston, but in 1856 
moved to Augusta, Me. In response to the 
question as to when he was first married, De- 
laney said that he was how living with his first 
wife, to whom he was married about nine years 
ago. He denied that he was ever married to a 
Sarah Cole in Litchfield or that he had ever 
known her, and stuted that he had never been 
indicted for bigamy. Mr. Edmunds at this 
point went to a table and took up a document of 
formidable appearance, and the first question 
caused the perspiration’ to stand out upon the 
wituess’s forehead in great beads. The* docu- 
ment was a copy of the hearing before the 
Maine legislative commission, consisting of 
Gov. Selden Connor and the Hon. Georges F, 
Talbot, in 1865, in relation to the famous paper 
credit frauds conducted in Maine during the 
war. Delaney hesitated about acknowledging 
his part in the affair, but finally admitted that 
he conducted a recruiting office in Augusta from 
1862 to 1865. He thought he nad had to deal 
with 3,000 or 4,000 recruits. He admitted that 
= was summoned before the legisiative commis- 
sion. 

“Was not your recruitiug business cut short 
by your arrest?’ asked Mr. Edmunds, “on the 
charge of recruiting without authority?” 

Witness—It was. 

“Were you convicted before a military commis- 
sion on that charge?” 

“1 was.” 

“Were you convicted on any other charge ?” 

“T don’t think [ was.” 

At tnis point Senator Edmunds created an- 
other sensation by offering in evidence un ex- 
emplitied copy, under the seal of the War 
Department at Washington, of a record of the 
trial of George M. Delaney in Washington in 
June, 1865, before a special military commis- 




















































sion. upon charges of faisely assuming 
to be «a Government officer, of aiding 
and abetting desertion, of obtaining 
money under false pretenses, and of mak- 
ing and procuring false and fraudulent enlist- 


ments. The record also showed that Delaney 
was convicted of all the charges, and that he 
was sentenced to serve a term of 10 years tin the 
State prison at Concord, N. H., to pay a fine of 
$45,000, and remain in prison until the fine was 
paid; that he was imprisoned accordingly and 
remained there for 13 months, when he was re- 
leased by the general order of President Johu- 
son in July, L866. 

Under this mass of damaging, in fact crushing, 
evidence, Delaney admitied that the faets were 
as enumerated in the certificate, and he further 
admitted that when arrested he had in his pos- 
session $50,000 belonging to various towns in 
Maine. 

During the examination of Cyrus M. Spauld- 
ing, a banker, who is an intimate friend of Sen- 
ater Edinunds, and who was put on the stand by 
the contestant to show the intimacy between 
Noyes and Delaney, the Senator asked,“ Was not 
Noyes’s Bank a sort of trysting place where all 
of us good fellows went when we wanted to 
talk about horses?” Mr, Spaulding, to the Sen- 
ator’s discomfiture, replied laughingly: “No; 
that was not the place; it was at the drug store 
on the corner just above. 

At the opening of the court in the afternoon 
the counsel for the contestant created a sensa- 
tion by giving notice that they did not care to 
allow the case to go to the jury, owing to the ad- 
verse ruling of tue court in relation to the revo- 
cation of the will, whereupon the court directed 
a@ verdict for the proponent, and the jury was 
discharged.

by Quinn, and killed him with one shot from the 
weapon. 

The first witness for the people was interest- 
ing. She was @ brunette, stylishly dressed in 
black, without any color to offset it except a 
blue satin bow ornamenting her bonnet. She 
was Nellie Tamany, 18 years old, of 354 Eust 
Thirty-second-street.. She bad knuwn Lyons for 
five months and Quinn for six years. She 
confirmed all the District Attorney had stated 
in regard to the pienie quarrel, the 
fight on the corner, and threats made by 
Lyons. The ladylike appearance of the witness 
was belied by her speech, and naturally changed 
the good impression first made. The witness 
was in the hahit of spending her nights out with 
the boys and drinking beer in saloons. By her 
owl Statement she drank about two dozen 
glasses on Fourth of July and was not intoxi- 
cated; in fact, she did not know how mueh beer 
would be necessary to make her drunk. 

Katie Cassidy, another woman in the case, 
woréadark green tailor-inade suit, and hat to 
match, while a gold watchchain and padlock 
pendant were couspicuous on her waist. She 
was 19, and had worked in a cigarette factory, 
butiong ago joined the fast gang that met on 
atreet corners in the “Twenty-firat Ward.

The State of New-Hampshire is having 
Ordi- 
narily its Legislature, which meets early in 
June, is through with its labors in about a 
month. Nowitis well along in the fourth 
month of the session with no prospect of 
finishing at present. It is all owing to the 
railroad contest, over which the whole 
State is stirred up. An outside corpora- 
tion, the Boston and Maine Railroad Com- 
pany, is seeking to open the way for con- 
trolling the principal through line in the 
State, which the people apprehend will be 
fatal to competition. There is little doubt 
that it the Representatives obeyed the will 
of their constituents the dreaded ‘‘ monop- 
oly” would not carry its bill through the 
Leyislature, but yesterday a motion to post- 
pone it indefinitely was defeated in the 
House, and it is likely to go through. There 
have been charges of corruption, and 
though inthe one case investigated they 
have not been sustained, there is evidently 
some power at work which is stronger with 
the Legislature than the will of the people, 
for that is distinctly against the Hazen 
bill. If in a State so largely ruralin its 
character as New-Hampshire, and with the 
“yopular” branch of the Legislature num- 
bering over 300, a railroad corporation 
organized in another State can control leg- 
jslation in its own interest, there is another 
striking evidence that your rural legisla- 
tor has not that superior virtue sometimes 
aitribnted to him. 


Two years’ experience under a partisan 
Mayor in Brooklyn has aroused the Citizens’ 
Leagueto renewed efforts. Its Executive 
Committee has issued an address in which 
it appeals to the people of that misgoverned 
city to lay aside all questions of Republican- 
ism or Democracy so far as local matters 
are concerned, and insist that the Mayor 
for the next two years shall be a man who, 
“in the method of his selection and in the 
platform on which he stands, as well as in 
his personal character, shall give us confi- 
dence that he not only desires the good of 
our city at large, but that he can, un- 
trammeled by party obligations, administer 
its affairs for the benefit of its Democratic 
and Republican citizens equally.” It re- 
minds them of the unquestionable fact that 
they can rule their own city if they will. 
They have proved it once, andit would seem 
as though, when they compare the result 
with what has been going on under the rule 
of corrupt politicians for the last two years, 
they would not hesitate in their course. 





The salt manufacturers have agreed to 
form a Trust, and the sugar refiners are 
said to be contemplating the creation’ of a 
simnilar combination. There are to be sixty- 
three companies in the salt Trust, and it 
will absolutely control the domestic sup- 
ply. Fortunately for consumers, monopo- 
lizing combinations of this kind are now 
receiving the attention of legislators and 
other public men. The object of a Trust 
is to maintain an arbitrary standard 
of prices by destroying competition 
in some branch of industry. A Trust 
is not a corporation, but it absorbs a 
great many corporations and exercises 
the powers given to them by law. At the 
same time it isnot accountable to the State 
which granted those powers. Companies 
doing business on State charters and fran- 
chises which allow themselves to be ab- 
surbed by an irresponsible monopoly called 
a Trust should have their chartersannulled. 
Probably existing laws afford a remedy for 
such an abuse of granted privileges. These 
laws should be tested without delay. No 


monopolistic combination of chartered cor- | 


porations should be permitted to defy or 
nullify the laws which were enacted for the 
regulation and restraint of its component 
parts. 


The work of practical benevolence in 
which Dr. Henri Nacuren, of Paris, is now 
engaged is one in which many people in 


New-York will take a sympathetic and act- | 


ive interest. Dr. NacHTEL, whose labors in 
securing the establishment of a night med- 
ical service in this city eight years ago are 


appreciatively remembered, has been for 
some time engaged in the effort to establish 
in Paris an ambulance system such as is in 
use here. He has secured the permission of 
the Municipai Council to set up ambulances 
in connection with two hospitals, and has 
succeeded in raising $10,000 to! defray the 
expense of their maintenance until the suc- 
cess of the experiment shall lead to the gen- 
eral adoption of the system. The sum of 
$20,000 is needed for the purpose, and Dr. 
NACHTEL will try to raise the remaining 
$10,000 in this city. A committee of promi- 
nent gentlemen interested in his work has 
been formed, the Chairmanship of which 
has been accepted by the Hon. Lryi P. 
Morton, ex-Minister to France. Consider- 
ing the great number of Americans who re- 
side in Paris or pay frequent visits to that 
city, New-Yorkers may be said to have 
® much more practical interest in Dr. 
NACHTEL’s work than would appear at first 
blush. It would be asource of justifiable 
pride to generous-minded citizens of New- 
York to have aided in this work of humani- 
ty in a toreign city in which New-Yorkers 
take so deep an interest.

Harmony was above all things desired, and 
he had it plainly understood that it could 
only be had under his leadership. His re- 
sources for undermining and exploding the 
plans of others were distinctly recognized 
and his resentmeut was feared. So when 
he entered upon his work at an early date 
there was among the politicians a whole- 
some dread of antagonizing him. To hold 
his ground as Quarantine Commissioner he 
must have in his interest a majority of the 
Republican members of the next Legislat- 
ure, and to gain control of the State Com- 
mittee and work his plans for next year he 
must have a State Convention subservient 
to his wishes. He worked simultaneously 
for these ends throughout the State, and 
he terrorized the politicians, great and 
small, to carry them out through fear of his 
resentment. The convention was his. His 
refusal last Winter to permit Col. GRANT 
to be confirmed for his place on the Quaran- 
tine Commission threatened him with em- 
barrassment, and he conceived the happy 
idea of putting GRANT at the head of the 
State ticket, and so get rid of that difficulty. 
The ticket was made up to suit him, though 
some of the hopes which he had raised in 
securing delegates and getting Senatorial 
candidates out of the way were 
pointed. 

The State Committee, which it was one of 
his chief aims to control, was turned out 
quite to his satisfaction. Senator Hiscock, 
whose election he secured last Winter, was 
with him from the start, consenting to give 
up the reputation for independent action 
which he had acquired. Ex-Senator MILLER, 
whom he had defeated, was silenced with 
the compliment of the Chairmanship of the 
convention.

THE MONEY MARKET RELIEVED. 

If the Treasury had waited twenty-four 
hours longer before issuing its circular of 
Wednesday night we doubt whether it would 
have been issued at all. The much-talked-of 
stringency in the money market reached its 
culmination some days ago. On Wednes- 
day it was clearly apparent before the close 
of business that those who from self-interest 
or misapprehension had talked most and 
loudest of impending disaster had about 
given up the game and were preparing 
to along ase best they might 
with the ordinary curative resources of the 
market. Those who held large stores of 
money in the expectation of really serious 
distress and high rates of interest had 
concluded that the present condition of 
business was not favorable to their de- 
signs; and they foresaw, moreover, that 
the weelly purchases of bonds, while in- 
significant in amount, were really sufficient 
to keep the Treasury in touch with the 
business demands of the country, and in 
that way to allay and prevent alarm over 
the financial situation. It was beginning 
to be discovered, also, that the merchants 
had been by no means so severely pinched 
as the operators for a ‘bull’ market had 
taken such pains to represent. 

The consequence was that money was easily 
obtainablein Wall-street at4 and 5 per cent., 
and the rigid scrutiny of collaterals which 
had been practiced for some time 
visibly relaxed. 2 
over.

The coming panic was relegated to 
the distant future, and both in the ranks of 
speculation and in the business world men 
were prepared to go about their afiairs with- 
out giving much further thought to the 
terrible surplus in the Treasury. 

The effect that the circular had in Wall- 
street yesterday revealed at once the exag- 
gerations in recent reports as to tight 
money. It showed that no new supply of 
actual cash was necessary to grease the 
wheels of commerce in that of late rather 
dull thoroughfare. ‘ Confidence” alone was 
needed, and the offer of the Treasury to 
purchase $14,000,000 of bonds between 
now and Oct. 8 and to anticipate by four 
days the payment of $6,500,000 of interest 
was sufiicient to make everybody happy ex- 
cept the incurable bears. This relief; we 
trust, will be permanent. Should the terms 
of the Treasury circular be accepted up to 
the full amount the payments for inter- 
est and bonds, including premium, within 
the next two weeks would aggregate 
something like $25,000,000. This ought to 
satisfy the panic preachers, but it will not 
fully. Already some dissatisfaction is ex- 
pressed in that quarter because the limit of 
bond purchases was fixed at the insig- 
nificant figure of, $14,000,000 instead of 
being made to include the entire Treasury 
surplus. And some pessimists find comfort 
in the fear or hope that the “bear” inter- 
ests will manage to keep the prices of 4 
and 41, per cents. above the figures men- 
tioned in. the Treasury circular, so as to 
prevent any considerable sales to the Gov- 
ernment. 

The market rate of the bondsis likely to 
be slightly higher than the price offered by 
the Treasury, but this will not necessarily 
put a stop to offerings under Wednesday 
night’s circular. Whether the bonds will 
be ofiered in considerable amounts is a mat- 
ter concerning which prophets disagree 
widely, but the beginning made yesterday 
indicates that the limit set will be reached. 

THE BRITISH FARMER, 

The tour of county fairs by aspiring Amer- 
ican statesmen has its parallel in English 
politics, where also decorum seems to re- 
quire that the orator shall abstain from 
party questions when he is considering ag- 
riculture. Lord RANDOLPH CHURCHILL has 
been addressing a meeting of farmers at 
York, and he has told them what is none the 
Jess useful for being both 
familiar.

CONFISCATION AND RELIGION. 

The assembled Methodist ministers who 
formally declared last Monday that Dr. Mc- 
GLYNN had ‘ta eall to a high duty” were 
not unfamiliar with his conception of that 
duty, for they had just heard his exposition 
of the doctrine which, as the foremost as- 
sistant of HENRY GEORGE, he supports on 
the platform and the stump; but if they 
had recalled the terse statement of his posi- 
tion which was made public a few months 
ago they might have still further qualified 
their resolution of commendation. On Dec. 
26, 1886, Dr. MCGLYNN wrote: 

**T would bring about instantly, if I could, 
such change of laws all the world over as would 
contiscate private property in land without 


one penny of compensation to the miscalled 
owners.” 


In this his purpose, and inferentially his 
duty as he understands it, are set forth 


‘baldly, without any of the adornments of 


eloquence. Are the ministers who voted 
for the original resolution and who opposed 
the motion to strike out the words “ call 
to a high duty” ready to bid him godspeed 
in striving to accomplish such a confisca- 
tion? Do the members of their churches 
long for the day when such a confiscation 
shall take place ? 

Perhaps they have noticed that the utter- 
ances of Mr. GEORGE’sS ministerial advo- 
cates exhibit a marked divergence from the 
teachings of the founder of the Christian 
religion. A few days ago the Rev. HuGH 
O. PENTECOST explained to an audience 
that the teachings of the Sermon on the 
Mount would not do for these days. Ifthey 
will carefully examine the speeches of this 
minister and those of others who are carry- 
ing GEORGE’s banner they will surely see 
that the acceptance of Georgeism and all 
that goes with it cannot fail to draw minis- 
ters of Curist’s Gospel away from the prin- 
ciples which they have been upholding, A 
little sober thought about these things may 
prevent some serious blunders.

Controller CHaprn has been spurred by 
the recent suit instituted against him by Engi- 
neer THOMSON, of the old Subway Commission, 
who naturally objects to waiting any longer for 
salary which is now overdue more than a year, 
to take energetic measures toward forcing the 
delinquent telegraph companies to pay their 
proportion of the expenses of the commission. 
By the terms of the law by which the old board 
and the new Commissioners of Electrical Con- 
trol were created to put the electric wires under 
ground the expenses of the board were made a 
tax on the different electrical companies whose 
wires were to be removed from overhead. Some 
of the companies have paid their assessments, 
but the American District, the American Rapid, 
the Baltimore and Ohio, the Manhattan District, 
the United Lines, and the Postal Telegraph 
Company, with the Commercial Telegram Com- 
pany, have all either neglected to pay anything 
toward the expenses of the board or are in 

_arrears. The result has been that while the sal- 
aries of the Commissioners and of afew em- 
ployés have been paidin part, most of the em- 
ployés of the old board have never received a 
penny for their services.. The Controller has 
now issued warrants against the delinquent 
companies, and unless the money due is prompt- 
ly paid legal proceedings will be instituted to 
compel its payment. This is the only proper 
course to pursue. The work of burying the wires 
in this city is well under way, and the public is 
determined that it shall not stop until every 
overhead wire, with the poles supporting it, has 
disappeared. That the telegraph and telephone 
and electric light companies should pay the ex- 
pense of the supervision of the work is simple 
justice, and Controller CHAPIN will have the 
warm supportof the community in the course 
which he is now pursuing to enforce the execu- 
tion of the law.

_He spent the Summer at Jamestown, near 
Newport, and returned to Washington about 10 
days ago. His death was the climax of a return 
of the symptoms that had occasionally alarmed 
his family. Gen. Ricketts was in his seventy- 
first year, have been born in New-York City on 
June 21, 1817. He leaves a widow and twe 
children, asonand a daughter. The daughter, 
Miss Daisy Ricketts, is well known in Washing: 
ton society. Thesonis in his Junior year at 
Princeton, and was called home when his father’s 
condition became alarming. 

Gen. Ricketts had a splendid military record, 
He was graduated at West Point m 1839 and 
Was at once assigned to the First Artillery as 
Second Lieutenant.

In 1852 he went to Flor- 
ida and took part in hostilities against the Sem- 
inole Indians. He afterward saw considerable 
service on the Southwestern frontier, and waa 
in garrison at Fortress Monroe when the rebell- 
ion broke out, He was in command of a battery 
at the ca i of Alexandria, Va., on May 24, 
1861, an as brevetted Lieutenant-Colonel 
on July 21 of the same ‘year, for gallant and 
meritorious services at the battle of Bull Run, 
where he was severely wounded and captured. 
He was beld as a prisoner and disabled by his 
wounds until 1862, when he served in the Shen- 
andoak Valley and the Northern Virginia cam: 
paign. Ceaar Mountain, Rappahannock Sta 
tion, Manasses, and Chantilly were some of the 
battles in which he bore a brave part. He alse 
participated in the Maryland campaign of the 
Army of the Potomac, and fought at the battles 
of South Mountain and Antietam and afterward 
in those of the Wilderness, Cold Harbor, and 
others. He was made Major of the First Artil- 
lery on June 1, 1863, and was brevetted Coionel 
@ year later for gallant services at the 
battle of Cold Harbor. He was on active service 
up to Oct. 19, 1864, when he was severely 
wounded at the battle of Cedar Creek. On March 
13, 1865, he was brevetted Brigadier-General 
United States Army for gallant services at the 
battle of Cedar Creek, and on the same day was 
brevetted « Major-General United States Army 
for gallant and meritorious services in the field 
during the rebellion. He was in command of a 
District of the Department of Virginia from 
July, 1865, to April, 1866, and in that month 
was mustered out of the volunteer service. He 
retired from active service in January, 1867, 
from disabilities from wounds received in battle, 
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THAD STEVENS ON JOHN BROWN, 

Ex-Treasurer F. E. Spinner in a recent 
letter to the Hon. Eli Thayer, ef Worcester, 
Mass., relates the following: “I saw lately a 
newspaper account in which the statement was 
made that John Brown was captured pa, 45 
ginia militia. I know this to be untrue, so I re- 
ferred to the People’s Cyclopedia, and there 
found, by inference, the same misstatement. It 
says: ‘Brown lingered in the town until even- 


ing, by which time 1,500 militiamen arrived. 
Brown was captured.’ On my way to Washing- 
ton in November, 1859, the Hon. Thaddeug 
Stevens came aboard the train at Philadelphia, 
and took a seat beside me. At the Relay House, 
where the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad makes a 
junction, Gev. Wise and Senator Mason boarded 
the same car, and took seats directly opposite 
us. They had come from Harper’s F “ 
and discussed the John Brown affair. They said 
things that displeased us. I saidto Mr. Stevens 
that it was a pity that Brown had not been sen- 
tenced to prison for life, instead of being made a 
martyr by hanging. Mr. Stevens had evidently 
longed for an opportunity to give the two emi- 
nent Virginia statesmen ashot in return, and 
turned to me and said in aloud voice: * No, 
Sir, he ought to have been hanged for attempt- 
ing to capture Virginia with a dozen white men, 
five negroes, and an old vow. Why, Sir,’ he 
said, ‘he ought to have taken at least 30 men to 
have captured Virginia.” Ifergot to say in the 
proper place, what lintended in relating this 
incident, ¢. é., that Gov. Wise, in the course of 
conversation, said to Senator Mason: ‘What! 
reeret in this whole affair is, that the raseal was 
captured by Federal truops instead of Virginia 
troops.’”

PHILADELPHIA’S VISITORS.

Lima, Ohio, Sept. 22.—The limited ex- 
press west bound on the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne 
and Chicago Road crashed into the east-bound 
express seven miles east of here this morning.

ARKANSAS City, Kan., Sept. 22.—A dis- 
astrous wreck occurred yesterday on the Gulf 
Division of the Southern Kansas Railroad at 
Guthrie, four miles south of Purcell, Indian 
Territory. A light engine and construction train 
came into collision while both were moving at a 
high rate of apeed. The two engines and 12 
freight cars were piled in a heap, and the list of 
killed and wounded is large.

KINGS 
THE BOSSES OBEYED IN ALL BUT TWO 
OF THE DISTRICTS. 

The Democrats of Kings County went 
through the formality last night of electing 36 
delegates to the State Convention. The bosses 
laid out the tickets to be voted several days ago, 
and, exceptin 3 of the 12 Assembly districts, 
these tickets were accepted without any opposi- 
tion. The exceptions were the First, where 
Alderman James Kane, reigns; the Fifth, which

Every one knew Kane’s motive was inspired by 
the President’s refusal to appoint him United 
States Marshal. <A Sixth Ward delegate moved 
that his ward be allowed two of the three dele- 
gates to the State Convention. The vote on this 
was3to3. Then the First Ward man proposed 
that they have two. Again the vote was a tie, 
as it was on a motion to adjourn. These 
motions were voted upon with the same result 
until 100 ballots had been taken. Then they ad- 
journed. The First Ward wanted to send Cor- 
poration Counsel Almet F. Jenks and George B. 
Abbott to the convention, with some Sixth Ward 
man. The Sixth Ward, which polls a heavy 
Democratic majority, wanted to delegate Kane 
and one of his henchmen to accompany a First 
Warder. 

There was the same trouble in the Third Dis- 
trict, in which are the Third and Sixth Wards.

PLANS FOR A NEW STREET. 

The Dock Commissioners yesterday adopted 
and sent to the Sinking Fund Commissioners plans 
prepared by Engineer Greene for an exterio 
street, 150 feet wide, under the bluffon the East Riv- 


er, from Sixty-fourth-street to Kighty-sixth-street. 
The entire street will be on filled-in land, and its 
construction will, under the laws, be under the con- 
trol of the Department of Public Works to acquire 
title toland and make the street. Commissioner 
Matthews says about $6,000,000 will be required. 
This does not include the cost of cutting down the 
bluff and carrying through to the river street the 
cross-town streets, nor the erection of a line of piers 
and bulkheads outside of the proposed exterier 
street. On thisline there will be abundant room 
for 22 new piers, with intervening bulkheads.

LOSSES BY FIRE. 


The fire Wednesday in the Pioneer Furnace 
buildings, at Negaunee, Mich., resulted.in the de- 
struction of the oye ng shop and about half of .the 
engine house. The tire got such headway before 
discovery and burned so fiercely that for a time it 
seemed the entire plant would be destroyed, but by 
great effort the progress of the flames was checked 
and great loss of property averted. The loss on 
buildings and machinery will reach $20,000, in- 
sured as follows: Liverpool and ,London and Globe, 
$10,000; North American, 4tna, and Homeof New- 
York, $10,000 cach. Alarge number of men are 
thrown out of work. 


C. H. Mallory & Co.’s lighter barge Baker had 
1,062 bales of cotton from the steamer Lampasas, 
from Texas, on board at Pier 20 Kast River yester- 
day afternoon, when fire was discovered in the centre 
of the bales. A’ few were thrown into the slip, but 
it was seen that the fire had great headway, and 
oom, eng nse Deering hailed a tug and had the 
Baker towed toward Governor’s Island. The fire 
boat Zophar Mills met her and subdued the fire after 
a two hours’ battle. The loss is estimated at from 
$6,000 to $7,000. The cotton was consigned to Mal- 
lory & Co., and was to have been sent to Liverpool. 


Fire yesterday destroyed the paper warehouse 
of Dobler, Mudge & Co., on Hopkins-place and 
Sharp-street, Baltimore. The damage is estimated 
at $60,000, partially covered by insurance. The 
stock of Henry 8. King & Son, hardware, adjoining, 
was somewhat damaged by water, a8 was also that 
of W. F. & B. Dammann, woolens, and of M. 8. Levy, 
straw goods. The paper warehouse building ¥ 
owned by John King, Jr., and was damaged several 
thousand dollars, it is said to be insured. 


* The grinding mill and flour and feed store of 
L. L. Lukens & Co., on Edgemont-avenue, Chester, 
Penn., were destroyed by fire last night. The baild- 
ings were well stocked with flour, hay, grain, feed, 
and valuable machinery, all of which is a total loss, 
amounting to $12,000, nearly covered by insurance, 
John Wilde’s machine shop was damaged to the ex- 
tent of $5,000; partially insured. 


The village of Rawson, Ohio, was visited by 
another fire Wednesday. ‘The flames began in a saw 
mill, which was totally destroyed, together with 
over 400,600 feetof lumber. The loss is fully $20,000, 
and there is no insurance at all. This same village 
sustained a loss of $50,000 by fire only a few days 
ago.

THINGS AT HAND. 


. The traveling theatrical and musical com- 
binations have at last discovered that the ad- 
vance agent is of more importance than the 
alleged manager whese duty in the greater 
part it is to stand at the door of the theatre 
and watch the ticket taker, and afterward to 
count the tickets, or “count the house,” as it 
is technically called. The former must attend 
to the press, and therefore it is an advantage 
if he ever had experience as a newspaper writer. 
Hence, when proprietors of companies can get 


hold ofan active man with journalistic experience 
they give him the preference. Routes are gen- 
erally laid out by regular agents long in advance 
of the day of starting out, and after that difticult 
job is consummated the rest is pretty plain sail- 
ing, if the show is attractive. Tbe advance man 
prepares anticipatory notices, which, if terse and 
well written, are acceptable to newspapers on 
the route, and when they are enlivened by anec- 
dote and interesting personals are doubly wel- 
come. His further duty is to see that the litho- 
graphs are properly distributed and the posters 
put upin prominent places. He also makes con- 
tracts with the expressmen to receive and de- 
liver scenery, if any, trunks, and other such 
truck, and with hotel men for the board of the 
company. He deals with the railroad men about 
tickets and baggage and, if the company is a 
Sensational enterprise, interviews the big bugs 
of the town with a view to enlisting them in the 
furtherance of his special scheme for booming 
the show. All this requires a certain ability, 
tact, and persistence and good address. News- 
paper men are rapidly becoming theatrical ad- 
vance agents under the increased demand for 
the peculiar services that they can supply. 
Some agents receive salaries as high as $125 a 
week, but the average is as low as $40 or $50. 
Circus “ hustlers,” with a bonanza of adjectives, 
receive, some of them, as much as $150 a week 
and expenses paid. Sometimes newspaper men 
with comfortable situations and a regular salary 
make mistakes by beinginfluenced by the glitter- 
ing allurements of the passing show. In one 
case, generally familiar to the theatrical and 
newspaper guilds, a capable critic left a very 
desirable position on the staff of an influential 
New-England daily to manage a pair of mon- 
strosities! It was within a very brief space of 
time that he got homesick, and then he longed for 
his old position and soon he felt the need of ma- 
terial aid. Next he was only too glad to accept 
an offer ofa humble place in a box office of a 
theatre at one-quarter of his newspaper salary. 


Apropos, a story is told of a once noted theat- 
rical man who was a “hustler” about newspaper 
offices. He kept the offerings of his house before 


the people constantly and in many ways that 
were admirable for their ingenious and booming 
qualities. The Sunday newspapers were in 
those days the almost exclusive mediums for de- 
tailed stage news and gossip, and this, their 
more prominent feature, gave them singular in- 
fluence in matters dramatic and musical. They 
therefore received great attention at the hands 
of the managers. The person in reference ealled 
one Saturday morning upon Mr. Smith, the then 
editor and proprietor of the Sunday Courier, and 
said that Mr. and Mra. Barney Williams had 
made an engagement to play at Booth’s Theatre 
and he would be pleased to have the important 
bit of news published. ‘ Well,” said Mr. Smith, 
it being the day before publication, ‘‘ we are all 
too busy here, and so do you, Sir, sitdown at the 
desk and write. the notice.” ‘How much?’ 
“Not over three stickfuls.” And in but a little 
while the article waz inreadiness and submitted 
to the editer for approval. ** Now, if you cando 
80, go into the composition room and set it up. 
Putitin nonpareil leaded, let the caption be 
‘Mr. and Mrs. Barney Williams at Booth’s The- 
atre,’ correct the proof yourself, and I'll blue 
pencil it ‘Must,’” Noticing a hesitancy on the 
part of the theatrical nan Smith said sternly: 
‘Well, if you can’t set up as well as write a no- 
tice you are not fitted to your pretensions. You 
are no good as a business manager.” And in 
less than 20 minutes the clean proof was on the 
editor’s desk and on Sunday it appeared in ac- 
cordance with the editor’s promise. The man- 
ager had served his time as a compositor, occa- 
sionally eontributed other than theatrical matter 
to the newspapers, and is now a co-proprietor of 
a big printing establishment. 


Down-town people generally have no adequate 
idea of the growth of Harlem. ouses are going 
up by the hundreds in all directions, and quite as 


s00n as complete aresought by desirable tenants. 
This grand result must in justice be credited 
mainly to the elevated roads. The cable road 
cars, too, are contributing to the increase of pop- 
ulation. They are largely patronized by local 
excursionists and by pilgrims from everywhere 
to the tomb of Grant. These trips impress pas- 
sengers with the growing importance of that 
portion of the city through which the cars are 
run, and give impulse to investors in real estate. 
Possibly it may surprise some people to hear 
that certain lots on One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth-street, which by miles is the centre of the 
map of the city, are held some at $20,000, and 
others even as high as $30,000! A Saturday night 
walk on Third-avenue from One Hundred and 
Sixth-street to the bridge, or, if preferable, if 
one is indifferent to its boycott, a ride on the 
Third-avenue cars, would astonish a down- 
towner. The street is thoroughly illumi- 
nated with electric lamps and the numerous 
show windows with their abundant gas jets also 
add to the brilliancy of the lighting of the 
avenue. The thoroughfare is so crewded with 
promenaders and store customers that it is a 
difficult task to make one’s way through the 
moviog mass of people. One retail store on a 
side street employ 100 clerks, and there are 
scores that employ from 10to 30. Some of the 
stores are in very pretentious buildings. Har- 
lem is principally, if not entirely, in the Twenty- 
third Assembly District, which is divided into 
so many as 66 election districts, a larger division 
than any other Assembly district. And still 
there is difficulty in depositing votes, so great 1s 
the throng about the polls. One Hundred and 
Twenty-tifth-street is the great business thor- 
oughfare in prospect. One Hundred and Six- 
teenth-street is residential. It is a boulevard 
running from the very narrow part of East 
River opposite Ward’s Island to the rocky abut- 
ment of Morningside Park, and beyond that a 
few blocks to Riverside Park, in which Grant’s 
remains are entombed. It is paved with mac- 
adam, and is a means used by coaches, light 
wagons, and bicycles for reachiag the driving 
boulevards running northward. 


It shpuld be hailed as a hopeful sign of Paris 
morals when a half dozen married women, all 


bearing titles, organize themselves into the 
nucleus of a club whose members are to shorten 
their hair and wear the toggery of masculines.

It scareely 
need be said that the Archbishop did not mean 
to bring about any such result, which was a com- 
promise measure resulting from his public argu- 
ments day after day in the City Hall, and after- 
ward at the Capitol, Albany, with Theodore 
Sedgwick, Hiram Ketchum, and others as oppo- 
nents, in favor of the Common Council appro- 
priating public funds for the education of Roman 
Catholic children in the parochial schools of that 
sect. The arguments of the prelate, a man of 
powerful and penetrating intellect, lec the Gev- 
ernor and the Secretary of State to recommend 
the application he made to the Legislature, 
who finally essayed to placate both sides 
by giving this city a Board of Education, with 
control of the school fund subject to the regula- 
tion that no sectarian establishment should re- 
ceive a penny. Priorto that the public school 
aystem had been practically Protestaut, its 
Trustees being dominantly of that faith, its 
literature so also, and its daily sessions begun 
with Protestant religious exercises. Indeed, at 
one time the fund was being misapplied to the 
maintenance of a number of Baptist schools, 
which led first toa public scandal and next to 
the Legislature placing the question altogether 
in the hands of the Common Council, which 
adopted the regulation that thereafter religious 
schoais should in no particular sbare in the pub- 
lic educational fund. The trouble over these 
Baptist schools lasted two years, and embittered 
party feeling. It was a wrangle among Prot- 
estant sects. The Catholics took po part in it, 
and yet the precedent established in the case of 
the Rev. Jonathan Chase and his Baptist ‘ char- 
ity schools” helped to defeat the Catholics in 
their aspiration of 17 years later. 


That which most impressed Larry Jerome dur- 
ing his recent visitto England was the sight 


of country roads swarming with people making 
their way to the race track on a great race day. 
The same sight was every now and then to be 
seen on Long Island in the gala days of the 
Union Course, when Eclipse, Fashion, and Pey- 
toua were winners on the running turf, and 
Lady Suffolk, Dutchman, and Trustee among 
trotters. Thousands would start from this city 
at dawn, and the blocking of the roads with all 
sorts of vehicles was such that thousands 
more, who set out late, would fail to reach the 
track.

RAILROAD NOTES. 


At a meeting of representatives of the Eastern 
and Western railroads, at Chicago, it has been 
agreed to settle upon a uniform classification to 
cover the country north of the Ohio River and from 
ocean to ocean. The trunk lines have been using six 
classes and the Western roads ten. The compromise 
classification will have eight, and its arrangement 


will bein the hands of a committee of 15. So far 
they have gone on swimmingly, buta good deal of 
trouble is anticipated before the six and the ten are 
made to agree upon the common ground of the eight. 


Meetings of stockholders of the reorganized 
Nickel Plate Road, known as the New-York, Chica- 
4 and St. Louis Ratiroad, were held yesterday in 

ew- York, Chicago, Cleveland, and Fort Wayne, to 
formally consolidate the various lines which, under 
different names in different States, make up the sys- 
tem. On Sept. 28 the Directors of the reorganized 
company, Messrs. William K. Vanderbilt, Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, Frederick W. Vanderbilt, H. McK. 
Twombly, John S. Kennedy, J. A. Roosevelt. Charles 
M. Reed, F. A. Miyener, D. W. Corwin, J. H. Wade 
F. F. Olcott, Chauncey M. Depew, and A. Cox, will 
mect and elect officers. 


Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific tickets will 
be put on sale in the offices of the New-York, Lake 
Erie and Western Road to-day for the first time in 
many months. Tne trouble began with the trunk 
line boycott on commission paying roads not long 
after the inter-State commerce law went into effect, 
Recently the Rock Island signed the agreements of 
the trunk lines individually with the exception of 
the Pennsylvania, but the other Eastern roads held 
out awaiting the signing of that a. agree- 
ment by the Rock Island. Commissioner Pierson 
has issued a circular stating that the sale of the 
Rock Island's tickets by the companies with which 
its agreements have been ratified is not only aliow- 
able, but perhape necessary to avoid a infraction of 
the inter-State law. Other roads are expected to 
follow the Erie’s example in a few days. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Sept. 22.—A suit of great im- 
portance was filed to-day in the Supreme Court. 
Judge Alfred Yaple, of Cincinnati, in mandamus, en- 
titled the Western Railway Construction Company 
against James A, Rabbitts, Clerk of the Court of 
Common Pleas of Clarke County. The pleadings 
ask that the Clerk be compeiled to transfer a case to 
change the stockholders of the Springfield, Jackson 
and Pomeroy Railroad Company, brought in Decem- 
ber, 1879, to another county of the same sub- 
division, under section 558 of the jaws of the last 
Legislature. The Western Construction Com- 
pany has a judgment against the insolvent 
railroad for $200,000, with interest, and has filed 
proceedings in the Clarke County court for the re- 
moval of the case. There are about 3,000 stockhold- 
ers in the counties of Clarke, Highland, Ross, aud 
Jackson. The defendant, Rabbitts, claims that the 
section as printed in the volume of 1887is nota 
law, not having been legally enacted; and also, that 
ifitisalawit does not apply to this suit, for the 
reason that the case was pending when the law was 
enacted. The pleadings are all made up and the case 
was submitted this morning on a motion to take it 
out of its order and assign it for argument at an 
early date.

MR. HUNTINGTON’S MEMORY 


READING LEITERS WHOSE 
WRITING WAS FORGOTTEN. 
REMARKS ABOUT LEGISLATORS WHICH 
MAY BE INTEKRESTING—A LITTLE 
BILL FROM THE RAILROAD COMPANY. 

From the 16 hours which he devotes daily 
to business C. P. Huntington yesterday spared 
four, during which he placed himself at the dis- 
posal of the Pacific Railroad Commission. He 
had read the papers and was less inclined to be 
Qiscursive than the day before, though when it 
pame reasonably within the line of evidence he 
said what he could in support of his position that 
he had worked in the railroad business as a pub- 
lic benefactor, and that the public and its serv- 
ant, the Government, had not repaid him in 
kind. His correspondence with Colton was 
again made the subject of research, and when 
the commission were through with him his coun- 
seltook him in hand for cross-examination. 
When he left the witness stand he asked the re- 
porters to deal more gently with him than they 
had done, at the same time acknowledging that 
he was equal to standing about anything. 

A letter was read in which Mr. Huntington 
stated that he had made Senator Jones an offer 
for his Santa Monica Road because he wanted 
to keep Jones as ‘‘our friend.” Mr. Huntington 
said that he subsequently bought the road, 
which cost Jones $700,000, for $200,000. 

“The Florida Senator is a clever fellow, but 
don’t go any money on him,” is the warning con- 
yeyed in another letter. Of course, the witness 
did not. remember writing it, but he said to the 


commission: “The fact is that, while a good 
many of these politicians are good fellows, they 
get hard up sometimes, and I never let ’em have 
money unless the collateral is very good.” 

Mr. Huntington did not remember writing, 
May 15, 1877, to Colton that *“*Senator —— may 
want some money, but we are short this Sum- 
mer, and I don’t see how we could let him have 
any.” He thought he might have given Colton 
such a warning, and said that it was natural to 
wet short of money when people came around to 
borrow. He did not remember which Senator 
from Kansas was intended when described in 
the letter as “a good fellow” with correct ideas 
regarding the Central Pacific Railroad. 

In a letter of October, 1877, occurred the 
statement that ‘‘the committees are made u 
for the Forty-fifth Congress. The Railroa 
Committee is all right, but the Committee on 
Territories is a different one from the one prom- 
ised us. * * * There were never sO many 
strikers in Washington before.” 

“JT don’t remember that the Speaker made us 
any promises,” said the witness. ‘Of course, 
ali we wanted to do was to have high-toned, 
honorable gentlemen engage who could not 
be swerved from their high principles. With re- 
gard to the ‘ strikers’ I would say that there are 
always a good many people in the ‘Third 
House’ in Washington who are always very im- 
pecunious.” 

In another letter it was stated that “‘ specu- 
lators will use money to pass the Thurman bill,” 
but Mr. Huntington thought that this did not 
mean that the speculators meant to use money 
improperly. The fact was that there micht bea 
small percentage of legislators who would ac- 
cept bribes, but every one man bribed would 
drive away ten good men from the side of the 
bribers. : 

In another letter a wail was made that ‘“‘ mat- 
ters never looked worse in Washington than 
now. It seems as if all the strikers in the world 
are there.” Inclosed inthe letter was another 
from ex-Senator ——, supplied as a specimen of 
the way in which the railroad was being ‘‘struck.”’ 
Mr. Cohen objected to the reading of the inclos- 
ure on the ground that it was anonymous, but 
Was overruled. 

The witness said that he did not remember 
writing the Jetter or receiving a letter of the 
character of the one read om ex-Senator 
Conger. 

In a letter alluding to the purchase of the 
Santa Monica Road were the words: ‘Senator 
— can do us much good and says hewill. If 
he does not, the fault will not be mine. I hold 
the $70,000 bonds he was to have in trade, and 
will for 10 years, letting him have the coupons.” 

“Ts the blank referred to in this letter Senator 
Jones?” - 

“IT suppose itis. I don’t remember writing 
the letter, though.” 

Mr. Huntington did not remember writing an- 
other letter @aying: ‘Senator Mitchell was 
once for me, but now he is not, though he says 
he is.” Another extract read: ‘“‘ Money has 
been used very freely in Washington. Some 
people have been very busy who never work 
except for ready cash.” 

“ Well, you see,” said the witness, when asked 
to explain what “‘ working for cash” meant, ‘‘ we 
were always wanting men to see Congressmen. 
It takes a good many men to see 300 or 400 

-other men. [’d ask a manifhe’d do so and so. 
Yes, he would. ‘But I want you to stop over.’ 
* Ah, well, that’s cash.’ Some of this work is 
done for good-nature and some for cash.” 

A letter in which 'Congress was described as 
an “agrarian camp” wasread. Mr. Huntington 
said that the fact was that the spirit of Anarchy 
was strong in Congress of late. He supposed he 
was very tired when he wrote that letter; was 
greatly annoyed, in fact, at the persistence with 
which certain bad men in Congrese attacked 
property wherever they could find it; just like 

err Most and those fellows going to be hanged 
in Chicago. Like other men, he lost his temper 
occasionally and may have done so before the 
commission, for which he desired to express his 
sorrow. 

Mr. Huntington’s woes in connection with 
legigiation were pathetically set forth in a letter 
to Colton, of February, 1869,in which he de- 
scribed the outiook as very bad. He had diffi- 
culty in borrowing money in New-York. ‘Iam 
near used up,” he wrote. “This will be my last 
Winter in Washington. I wouldn’t spend an- 
other there for all the property we all have.” 

“Yes,” the witness said, ‘*the business in 
Washington was very distasteful and repugnant 
to me, knowing Iam right and having to spend 
80 much money—I mean in hotel bills. It was 
so annoying to find Congressmen opposing the 
Southern Pacific Road at a time the people 
needed itso badly, when their stock was being 
run off and they were suffering for the want of 
the road. 

The witness was examined regarding the di- 
vision of the assets of the Contract and Finance 
pice jared on its closing its business. He said he 
could not remember the facts very well, as some 
$1,000,000,000 had passed through his hands 
during his business career, and it was impossi- 
ble to remember all about it. He only kepta 
memorandum of his personal transactions. In 
fact he carried his business largely in his hat. 
He remembered that at the close of the com- 
pany’s business about 400,000 shares of Central 
Pacific stock of a par value of $40,000,000 was 
divided among them. He did not remember 
getting any land grant bonds from the Contract 
and Finance Company. 

He said that he thought the Central Pacific 
could pay the Government what it owed it in 
time, but, when asked to give any suggestions 
regarding a scheme for discharging the debt, he 
said that that was a matter which it would take 
him a month’s work in his library to prepare. 
He believed that a plan could be arranged if the 
Government could give a guarantee that it 
would keep better faith than it had in the past. 
He afterward agreed to prepare his views on the 
sub ect and send them to the commission within 
ms - ys, to be appended to his testimony as part 
of it. 

In reply to 


uestions by Mr. Cohen, the wit- 
ness that the 


Santa Monica Koad was bought 
cheap, the price paid being less than a third of 
ite cost. When they began to borrow money in 
California they paid the current rate of interest 
there, which was 1 or 142 per cert. per month. 
“In 1849,” he said, “‘ we used to lend money at 
10 per cent. per month. The rate gradually fell 
until 1865, when it reached about 1 per cent. a 
month. 

‘The financial condition of Huntington, Hop- 
kins & Co.,” he said, “at the time the building 
of the Central Pacific began, was first class. We 
could have got a million credit in our legitimate 
business. We had $500,000 to $600,000. The 
house of Stanford Brothers was worth several 
hundred thousand dollars. I supposed Crocker 
Was worth more than $200,000.” ' 

Mr. Huntington said that they expected that 
the work the Central Pacific was to do for the 
Government would pay its debt to the latter. 
In taking care of the Indians of the country the 
road saved the Government large sums of 
money. Their policy with the Indians won them 
over. ‘‘We agreed totake care of them, and 
they agreed to take care of us,” the witness said. 
“Why, the Government used to pay 40 cents a 
pound for carrying barley to the reservations. 

“Ifthe Government,” Mr. Huntington said, 
**had not gone on both sides of us and subsidized 
roads we would have been able to pay the Gov- 
ernment out of our net earnings. I thought that 
if it did destroy our earnings it would concede 
something to us, I believe that we have in every 
way fulfilled the opligations we made with the 
Government in the original acts. 

‘*The road cost probably twice as much as it 
would have cost before the war. We paid $6,000 
for sending locomotives across the isthmus. Be- 
fore the war they could have been transported 
for $400. Fish ites cost us $6 a hundred, 
which cost $155 before the war. Rails that 
cost in 1862 $55 cost the company $155. In 
me instances ties cost as high as $1 75 

ece.’ 

The witness sought to prove that the “legis- 
lative” expenses of the company were not ex- 
travagant by quoting figures he had received 
from English railroads, showing that their ex- 
penses of that character amounted to from 
£4,800 S fycve per mile, One railroad having 
paid in all £242,000. 

“Don’t you consider then that I have been un- 
derpaid for my services as counsel for the road ?” 
Mr. Cohen facetiously asked. 

If you had been working for the public as I 
have been,” Mr. Huntington answered, “ you 
would have had to pay for the privilege.” 

The Canadian Pacitic Railway’s relations with 
the Dominion Government were discussed. The 
witness said he understood that that Govern- 
ment guaranteed 3 per cent. on its capital stock 
and subsidized the company’s steamship lines 
to China and Australia. ‘The United States 
Government had given the Canadian Pacific 
Road freight to Japan in preference to the Cen- 
tral Pacific. It was a fact that the Government 
had paid to the Central Pacific for carrying 


freight over the Sierra Nevada Mountains four- 
fifths of what it had paid other roads for freight 
carried over the same distance of level country. 
He had known of the Government sending 
freicht round Cape Hern which was destined 
for a point on their road about 26 miles east of 
San Francisco. 

“What do you know,’ Mr. Cohen asked, 
“about the stock of the Central Pacific Road 
having been sold short previous to this investi- 
gation?” 

“Ttis a fact that large blocks of the stock 
have been sold short. { aon’t suppose the gen- 
tlemen of the commission know anything about 
it. This is very much to the detriment of peo- 
ple operating this property in an honest way. 
T cannot think, as has been stated, that this 
commission was appointed for political pur- 
poses only.” ; 

Mr. Huntington was examined regarding his 
connection with Pacific Mail. He said he was 
a Director in thecompany, but owned only a 
slight interestin it. He never voted as a Di- 
rector in its freight arrangements with the 
railroads, which he defended as advantageous 
to the Central Pacific, preserving it from loss 
resulting from cut rates, 

Mr. Cohen presented to the commission the 
following letter.

in. Will you kindly inform me to whom the com- 
pany is to apply for payment? : 

It may be proper for me to say that I was in- 
structed by the President of the Central Pacific to 
render you books, papers, documents, and informa- 
tion in the posession of the company, and if your 
demand for the various statements and tables that 
have been prepared for your use had been made to 
me, instead of directly to the company’s employes, 
I could have saved the larger part of the expense by 
directing you to the files in the office of the Auditor 
of Railroad Accounts and the United States Com- 
missioner of railroads and in the Treasury and In- 
terior Departments, where all the information asked 
for and furnished to you may be found printed and 
digested.

The next witness was Gen. Granville M. 
Dodge, who said he was a civil engineer and had 
been connected with the Union Pacific since 
1863, was Chief Engineer in 1866, and is now a 
Director of the road.

Witness was Supervising Engineer for the com- 
pany during the progress of the road. He re- 
membered the Wilson investigating committee 
in 1863, and that a great deal of evidence was 
taken regarding the actual cost of the road and 
what it was represented to be in stocks and 
bonds. At the time the committee was at work 
witness was in Texas working on the Texas 
Pacific, and did not appear before it. He did 
testify before another Congressional committee. 
He said that it would be a difficult matter for 
him to testify regarding what took place 25 
years ago. In reply to questions, however, he 
said that the actual cost of the road between 
Cheyenne and Omaha was_ $35,000 per_ wile. 
From Ogden to Promontory Point it was $87,000 

er mile, and there was also very heavy work 
aod Cheyenne to Laramie. Some portions of 
the road over the Rocky and Wasatch Mountains 
cost more than $87,000 per mile. The examina- 
tion of Col. Dodge will be resumed this morning.

GEN. NEWTON SURPRISED. 


A LETTER OF SOME INTEREST TO THE 
ELEVATED RAILWAY COMPANY. 

Gen. John Newton was overwhelmed with 
business yesterday, but he dropped a great part 
of his routine work when he was handed the 
following communication:

Gen. John Newton, Commissioner of Public Works: 
* DEAR Sik: I have been advised by my attorneys 
to inform you that the buildings erected by the Man- 
hattan Railway Company on their structure in 
front of my premises on Highth-avenue, from One 
Hundred and Fifty-fifth-street to One Hundred and 
Fifty-ninth-street, is in direct violation of law, 
their charter not giving them the right to use 
the public highways for any such purposes. The 
buildings vary in height from one to four storieq. 
They are used by the elevated company for various 
purposes in connection with their road. In addition 
to these they have built a very extensive platform, 
which they use as a coal yard. Together with that 
there are several other unmentionable buildings. I 
therefore, by the advice of my counsel, respectfully 
request that you order their removal immediately. 
If not I shall be reluctantiy compelled to appeal to 
the courts to have this nuisance in front of my prem- 
ises abated. Very respectfully yours,

Senator Nelson is working hard for the renom- 
ination, and William Ryan, Chairman of the 
Westehester Board of Supervisors, is working 
harder to get the nomination away from him.

Mr. Ryan, who lives at Rye, bad a big follow- 
ing in the convention. The Nelson men were 
good fighters, but there was some mismanage- 
ment, and 5 of the 47 delegates, 3 of whom were 
from the town of Pelham, withdrew at the be- 
ginning of the convention because their nomi- 
nee for Chairman was defeated. After half an 
hour of wrangling B. F. MeDermott, of Rye, was 
chosen Chairman. This settled the matter, and 
a test vote on the question of adjourning showed 
that Ryan had swept the deck. Those elected to 
the State Convention were William H. Morton, 
of East Chester; Everett Rushmore, of Mamar- 
oneck, and L. D. Huntington, of New-Rochelle; 
to the Senatorial Convention R. Frank Downing, 
of Rye; Charles E. Havilan, of Harrison; Cars- 
ten Wendt, of Mamaroneck; M. J. Tierney, of 
North Castie, and J. H. Brett, of East Chester. 
They are pledged to support William Ryan. To- 
morrow the Nelson-Ryan fight will be traus- 
ferred to Rockland County, where a district con- 
vention is to be held.

On Sept. 15, he said, he was 
crowded against Hamel, who seized him by the 
throat so hard that the marks of his finger nails 
still lingerin Power’s flesh. ‘*I wasn’t able to 
speak,” said the witness, ‘“‘and sol nit him on 
the body in self-defense.” 

Hamel examined his late opponent and asked 
the committeemen to note the answers. ‘Then 
he wanted young Charles Coster, who was there 
asa witness for Power, to be sworn, but the 
committes said that witnesses were never before 
sworn insuchacase. Hamel solemnly took ex- 
ception to this ruling, and the committee settled 
the difficulty by deciding not to hear any testi- 
mony except that of the principals. 

In his own behalf Hamel grew eloquent, and 
told how the indignities offered elderly members 
of the Exchange had stirred his indignation, and 
how, when a celebrated man had declared that 
the Stock Exchange sometimes descended ,to 
monkey shines he had said: ‘‘ Weclaim to be gen- 
tlemen here. The Stock Exchange can do as it 
pleases.”” Then Broker Hamel told how men 
erowded about him. ‘*My experience,” said he, 
“is that when a man is crowded he must look 
out for himself. Gentlemen, [ was crowded. I 
ordered the crowd to fall back, but they pushed 
in and some one struck me inthe back. Who it 
was [didn’t know. If [had known: you would 
have had another case to hear to-day. Mr. 
Power was close up against me in front, and [ 
moet his hand coming up toward my tace. T pin- 
ioned his hand by catching him by the throat 
and pushed him out of the crowd.” 

“Did you strike him?’ asked a committee- 
man. ‘Sir!’ and there was scorn in the wit- 
ness’s voice, “I strike men, not boys.

TALKING OF A SUGAR TRUST. 

According to report there isnot at pres- 
ent, and has not been for some time, much profit 
in sugar refining, and the story that an effort is 
to be made to curtail production and thereby 
increase prices is once more going the rounds, 


The talk now is that the principal refiners of the 
country are contemplating the formation of a 
sugar trust, as that sort of business combination 
seems to be in fashion just now. 

Sugar refiners will admit that the condition of 
the trade is not favorable; that facilities for pro- 
duction are in advance ot the market's require- 
ments; but none of the principal refiners in this 
city will say that the difficulties of the situation 
are likely to be obliterated by the formation of a 
trust. Some of them, in fact nearly all of them, 
say there is no foundation for the report that the 
formation of a trust is in contemplation. Others 
say there has been talk for a long time of the ad- 
visability of puliing all sugar refiners into one 
ring, and they intimate that the scheme would 
have been accomplished before this but for the 
opposition of some of the smaller refiners. The 
general opinion among New-York sugar refiners 
seems to be that the formation of a trust would 
benefit the trade, but that the consummation of 
such a scheme is hardly probable.

A SAVING OF | 


URGING INDEPENDENOE. 


THE BROOKLYN CITIZENS’ LEAGUE AND 
THE MAYORALTY. 

The Executive Committee of the Brooklyn 
Citizens’ League issued an address yesterday 
which was adopted ata meeting on Wednesday 
night. The document is in part as follows: 

To the Citizens of Brooklyn: 


A new Mayor is to be elected in November, and the 
question again arises, Shall we choose for that posi- 


| tion a man who will regard the needs and interests 


of the city of Brooklyn, without reference to his own 
views in national politics, or one who will use the 
patronage and prestige of his position to strengthen 
and build up his own party organization at the ex- 
pense of all those interests which peculiarly and 
closely concern us as citizens of a great city? In re- 
viewing our municipal history for the past six 
years, the Citizens’ League feels that the principles 
upon which it was founded have been conclusively 
shown to be the only ones upon which the affairs of 
this city can be safely conducted. 

_After referring with pride to the administra- 
tion of affairs under Seth Low, the address con- 
tinues: ° 


“Pwo years ago, however, you were persuaded to 
renounce the methods and principles which were 
pursued in the nomination and election of Mr. Low, 
and to place in the Mayor’s chair the nominee of one 
of the national parties. You were assured that his 
high personal character was a sufficient pledge that 
his administration would be a good one. How has 
this pledge been redeemed? Do we not all feel that 
during the past two years Daniel D. Whitney has 
not been the real Mayor of Brooklyn, and does not 
the result of the legislative investigation of last 
Spring show that a Mayor who is nominated and 
elected solely by the machinery of a national party 
must be subservient to the leaders and bosses of 
that party, and that the local administration must in 
his hands be irresponsible and bad ? 

“The Citizens’ League, therefore, appeals to the 
citizens of Brooklyn to lay aside, so far as local 
affairs are concerned, all questions of Republicanism 
or Democracy, and insist that our Mayor for the 
next two years shall be a man who, in tha method of 
his selection and in the platform on which he stands, 
as well as in his personal character, shall give us 
confidence that he not only desires the good of our 
city at large, but that he can, untrammeled by party 
obligations, administer its affairs for the benefit of 
its Democratic and Republican citizens equally. 

“The citizens of Brooklyn can, if they will, rule 
their own city. The politicians are a comparatively 
small body, and can impose neither their ‘politics’ 
nor their candidates upon us unless we choose to let 
them. The Citizens’ League is prepared to work 
earnestly with and for the citizens at large, and in- 
vites the hearty co-operation of all who believe in, 
and are willing to work for, non-partisan home rule 
for our city.” 

The address closes, after urging all voters to 
register and work for the best cause, with this 
paragraph, suggestive of an extra nominating 
convention if lt proves necessary: 

“The League holds itself ready to take such action 
as may be necessary to secure the nomination of a 
candidate who will represent its principles, and who 
can be depended upon to adhere to such principles 
when elected.”

DISAPPEARANCE OF LUCIE 
AND JOHN WEIMAN. 

German theatrical circles are somewhat 
agitated over the simultaneous disappearance 
of Miss Lucie Colmer, a soubrette in the Thalia 
Theatre company, and Mr. John Weiman, who 
has held the position of dramatic critic on the 
Staats-Zeitung for the last two years. Weiman 
was well thought of by his newspaper 
associates, and yesterday his brethren 
of the Staats were very loth to speak 
of his troubles. All that they would 
say positively was that he had sentin his resig- 
nation and that it had been accepted, At the 
Thalia Theatre Weiman’s attentions to Miss 
Colmer caused much gossip, and the opinion is 
very strong there that their disappearance Is 
not a mere coincidence. Manager Amberg said 
yesterday that Miss Colmer had given out that 
she was going to France when she left New- 
York, but he knew that she had gone West. He 
felt that the rumor of her going away with Wei- 
man Was well founded. 

Prior to his disappearance Weiman lived at 98 
Johnsen-street, Brooklyn, with bis wife and two 
children. Of the latter, one is 12 years old and 
the other about 1 year. Weiman was regarded 
favorably by the people with whom he lived, 
and they point with some satisfaction to the fact 
that he paid all his debts before he went away. 
He gave no evidence of his purpose to run away 
until he went. He then sent his wife a note, in 
which he simply stated that he was going out 
of town. Mrs. Weiman had known of her hus- 
band’s attentions to Miss Colmer, and had been 
very unbappy on that account. She is greatly 
distressed at the course he has pursued and 
feels that he has run away with the soubrette. 
She, fortunately, has means of. her own sufli- 
cient to support herself and children. Weiman is 
38 years of age and his wife is somewhat 
younger. Miss Colmer confesses to 29, and does 
not number facial beauty among her charms, 
She had been at the Thalia about a year, and 
had had no acquaintance with Welman previous 
to that time. ‘ler real nameis Mme. Christina. 
She is said to be of an excellent German family 
and has a husband living. Weiman’s friends 
hope that he will return to his family and make 
a satisfactory explanation. In view of all the 
facts in the case, however, they are somewhat

At8o’clock in the morning of Aug. 23 
she was on the deek of the Adriatic, when the 
steamer was about a hundred miles from St, 
John’s. Nearly all the other passengers were at 
breakfast, ao that there were very few on deck. 
One of these was a@ relative of Mrs. Riley, and 
he asked her if she would not like acup of tea, 
She had not seemed in good health or spirits 
during the greater part of the voyage. Mrs. 
Riley refused the offer of a cup of tea, and, wait- 
ing until her relative had turned his back, de- 
liberately jumped overboard. An alarm was at 
once given. The engines of the Adriatic were 
reversed and the steamer cruised about the 
spot for some little time, but the woman ap- 
parently eank at once. 

The jump was witnessed by the crew of a fish- 
ing boat, the Cormacks, belonging to Saimonier, 
Newfoundland. Aug.28 one of the Cormacks’s 
crew, While attending the trawl, found a woman's 
body. There habermadd Go nrg inthe pocket of her 
dress which showed that she had been a pas- 
senger on the Adriatic. The body was taken to 
Ferryland, Newfoundland, and buried there in 
the Roman Catholic cemetery. Some of Mrs. 
Riley’s relatives, who live in this city, called at 
the White Star Line oftice for information re- 
garding her death. They said she had probably 
jumped overboard while low-spirited, as she had 
left her family in thé oid country.

DENIED BY LIEUT. ZALINSKI.

He had given it slight encouragement, 
and had commanded them to fire at aremarkably 
small target. Concerning the purposes of the 
company the Licutenant said it certainly did not 
intend to confine its sales to the United States. 
It had been organized to sell its products, and it 
was indifferent as to where the purchasers came 
from. The Standard Oil Company had nothing 
whatever todo with the Pneumatic Dynamite 
Gun Company, although one or two of the stock- 


holders of the latter were interested in the 
former.
